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U.S. Marine Planes — 
Gun Chinese Troops 
After Sneak Attack 


PEIPING, China, April 5—(UP)—United States Marine 
planes Saturday were reported to have caught up with and 
machinegunned the Chinese Communist soldiers who killed 
five Marines and wounded 16 others in a pre-dawn sneak 
attack on an ammunition dump near Tangku. 


Marine Headquarters announced 
Pianes had joined ground forces 
im the pursuit of the fleeing Com- 
Mmunists. The reports that the 
— had strafed them. were, 

owever, unofficial. 

In the heat of the pursuit, the 
Marines had not yet reported how 
mnany casualties they had inflicted 
on the Communists. Some were 
killed, however, during the four- 
énd-a-half-hour battle over the am- 
munition dump. It was from pa- 
pers found on the bodies of these 
ettackers that the Marines estab- 
lished they were Communists. 


It was reported that most of the 
casualties were caused by an am- 
munition explosion set off by a 
Communist demolition charge. If 
this charge were set off under the 
@mmunition intentionally, it put 
2 different light upon the situa- 
tion. 

In that case, the attack would 
be 2 purely vicious assault upon a 
lightly-guarded American installa- 
tion, without what might be con- 
sidered the mitigating motive of 
{intending to steal ammunition. 

In any event, Marine Headquar- 
ters said the Chinese had gotten 
@way with little or no ammuni- 
tion.. While the pursuit went on, 
Marine officers conducted an in- 
vestigation at the scene of the at- 

The Marine Corps in Washing- 
ton meantime identified the five 
dead as: Pfc. Salvatore L. di Nen- 
na, Dorchester, Mass.; Pfe. John T. 
Poloro, Bloomfield, N. J.; Pvt. Jo- 
gseph D. Powrozink, North Jackson, 
Ohio, Pfc. Alford E. Perkey, Mul- 
lens, W. Va., and Pvt. Frank C. 
Spencer, Norwood, N. ¥. 

As new reports trickled in, it 
became obvious how carefully the 
Communists had planned the at- 
tack on the dump at Sutaochiao, 
five miles northwest of Tangku. 
They knew it was lightly guarded, 


but that 1,000 men of the First Bat: 
talion of the Fifth Marine Divi- 
sion were stationed at Tangku and 


could be quickly thrown against 
them. 


About 100 times as many Chi- 
nese Communists as there were 
Marines on guard sneaked up no 
all sides of the triangular dump 
and attacked. Other forces mean- 
while undertook to stop Marine re- 
lief coming from Tangku. 


Two columns of Marines left 
Tangku for the dump as soon as 
the attack was reported, presum- 
ably by telephone. One column 
ran into opposition at the village 
of Hsin Ho, but fought its way 
through. A Marine tank, it was 
learned, ran over a land mine and 
was disabled. 


But the outnumbered Marines at 
the dump held their ground and 
when the relief arrived the at- 
tackers were routed. They fled 
northward with the’ Marines in 
pursuit.

Verbal War 
With Krug 


Flares Up 


WASHINGTON, April 5—(/)— 
A prolonged shutdown of the soft 
coal mines was threatened Satur- 
day night as John L. Lewis and 
Secretary of the Interior Krug, in 
a new war of words, charged each 
other with responsibility for the 
miners’ safety. 

Lewis, firing first, requested 
that the Government close down, 
pending reinspection, all the 2,531 
mines it operates throughout the 
nation except two previously 
found safe by Federal inspectors. 

Krug shot back a rejection of 
what he called that “arbitrary 
procedure.” He previously had 
ordered 518 mines closed as 
“dangerous” and he said he will 
allow the others to open unless the 
local union safety committees find 
“imminent danger” in them. 


The Secretary reminded Lewis 
that under the Krug-Lewis con- 
tract the local union safety com- 
mittee can withdraw the men 
from any mine it considers “so un- 
safe as to present an ‘imminent 
danger.’” 


But Lewis already had directed, 
in the case of the 518 closed 
mines, that union safety commit- 
tees should not sign. certificates of 
safety to permit their reopening 
“as such certificates could prob- 
ably be used against us later on if 
accidents occur.” 


The upshot of all these . de 
velopments whs uncertainty over 
what the miners will do Monday 
when their six-day “mourning” 
work stoppage officially ends, and 
the prospect that many mines may 
remain closed.

Regarding wages, the Union 
wants a minimum general wage 
increase of $12 a week, a narrow- 
ing of pay differences between 
sections of the country, reclassif- 
cation of towns within separate 
areas for wage purposes and a 
shortening of the time necessary 
for workers to reach top pay in 
their fields. |

mands would increase costs $69,- 
000.000 a year or $3.30 for each 
subscriber. It also says its wages 
have gone up 75 percent since 
1941 and that the Union’s insist- 
ence on pressing demands out of 
line with wage levels for similar 
skills in.other crafts has not in- 
vited discussion on any realistic 
basis. 

The Union, however, says Com- 
pany wages are out of line with 
living costs, while surveys show 
the telephone worker is worse off 
financially than the nation’s teach- 
ers. They point also to the fact 
it takes nine years for an Atlanta 
operator to climb from her start 
ing pay of $25 to $39 a. week. 

Under the present system, an 
operator transferring from De- 
troit to the same job in Atlanta 
would take an automatic wage 
cut of $6 a week, thereby per- 
petuating a condition which has 
kept the South in economic bond- 
age, Union spokesmen say. 

On Feb. 25, the Company offer- 
ed to rene wthe present wage and 
working conditions contract with 
a six-month wage-reopening clause 
which the Union rejected. The 
Company then submitted an offer 
to arbitrate wages and include all 
settlements on other points in a 
new contract. 

This arbitration proposal called 
for determination of wages by a 
comparison with other wages for 
similar skills in various communi- 
ties. The Union, which believes no 
comparable skills exist, rejected 
the offer April 2 with the explana- 
tion the scope of arbitration was 
too small. 

These moves emphasize one of 
the most important disputed points 
—whether or not to bargain on a 
nationwide basis. Southern “Bell 
insists that since public service 
commissions set different rates in 
each State, the ability of phone

Atlanta Travel Tops ‘Peace’ Peak 
After Slide From Wartime Volume

peak but still remains greatly in) 
excess of the prewar volume. 

And there are now indications 
the decline has already stabilized 
around present levels. Transporta- 
tion men believe this situation 
forecasts a general increase in 
traffic volume both in and out of 
the city. 

A survey by The Constitution 
reveals these conditions are true 
in every line of passenger trans- 
port touching the city—railroads, 
airplanes and buses. Air trans- 
port, in fact, seemed to reach its 
low point in February and is now 
coming back strongly. The rail- 
roads and the buses hope the pres- 
_ent tendency toward stability of 
volume points to increasing traf- 
fic in the near future. 


Figures from the railroads indi- 
cate passenger traffic in the At- 
lartta area is slightly more than 
33 1-3 percent below the wartime 
peak but is still nearly double the 
prewar volume. Traffic at the Bus 
Terminal is 25 percent below the 
peak but is still more than double 
the volume of prewar days. And

There are only two qualifica- 
tions for entry into Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help Home for Incur- 
able Cancer Patients. The patient 
must have incurable cancer and 
must be destitute. 

Here at 760 Washington St., 
while the rest of the world de- 
Stroys itself, is a haven where 
exist the “abundant life” and 
the “peace that passeth under- 
standing.” 

Here is a home operated by 
@ small group of Catholic nuns 
who are devoting their lives to the 
care of cancer patients. White and 
Negro, men, women and children 
~—Catholics, Protestants and Jews 
—ail are admitted without dis- 
crimination. 

In 1946 Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help Home cared for 46 Cath- 
olics, 54 Negroes and 169 Protes- 
tants. In the eight years since its 
founding, the home has cared for 
1,040 incurable. cancer patients 
whose families were unable to 
bear Afie cost of hospital bills. At 
present there are 45 patients in 
the home, but. the average num- 
ber is between 50 and 60.

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NEW YORK—(NANA)—lIt will be much more difficult to adopt 
babies in this country in the future than it has been in the past, 
if changes in the adoption laws now being considered by 20 State 
Legislatures are enacted. Miss Katherine F Lenroot, Chief of 
the United States Children's Bureau, considers that the proposed 
changes in the adoption laws are a direct reflection of public con- 
cern over the so-called “black market” in babies. 

Only about one-fourth of the States, Miss Lenroot said re- 
cently, have at present the kind of adoption: laws that the Chil- 
dren's Bureau holds necessary for protection of the child, the natu- 


ral parents and the adopting parents. 

The Bureau's basic recommendation is for a waiting period of 
one year before adoption becomes final, during which time “the 
Department of Welfare or its authorized agency would retain its 
responsibility for reporting to the court. 

“Jurisdiction in adoption cases should be given to a court 
accustomed to handling children’s cases and that court should be

Never, perhaps, save in Dosto- 
yvesky or Melville has the essence 
of evil been conjured up with such 
frightening fidelity as in Ludwig 
Lewisohn’s hate-enyendered por- 
trait of a wife. 

It is no longer a secret 
this powerful novel (praised 
ishly by Freud. Thomas 
Sinclair Lewis, Carl Van Doren 
and other critics) is based par- 
tially upon a situation very close 
to Ludwig Lewisohn indeed. 
. There were many reafons whv 
it was impossible for many vears 
to publish an American edition. 
Those reasons no longer exist. 

It is perhaps true that Lewisohn 
over-romanticizes his hero. [t igs 
also true that few characters in 
fiction are so wholly without vir. 
tue as the slovenly, crooked-minad- 
ed virago who traps the young 
hero, forces him to support her 
three children by an earlier mar. 
riage, blackmails and badgers him 
into remaining both tied and faith. 
ful 

But the poetry of this hatred 
passion remembered at leisure: it 
is the epitome of human degrada- 
tion contemplated with icv obie-. 
tivity for the purposes of art. And 
no reader ever the 
character of Anne. Not even Mil. 
dred in Maugham’s “Of Human 
Bondage” can match her for three 
dimensional corruption 

Herbert Crump (like Lewisohn) 
came of German stock that settled 
in North Carolina. Crump came to 
New York City as a struggling 
young artist and found himsel? en. 
tangled with a woman some 20 
years his senior. The story of that 
marriage is a nightmare seldom 
equalled in realistic fiction. 

If nymphomania, animalistic 
vulgarity and a well-filled lexi- 
con of additional vices have been 
better analyzed, this reviewer has 
failed to read the book 

Lewisohn, however, has no gen- 
eral contempt for the human race 
His whole novel is in praise of and 
defense of human dignity. In fact 
this novel proves once again that 
individuals, not society, are re 
sponsible for the sort of world in 
which we live.—-S. N.

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Purge Attempt 
A Possible Blunder? 


There are those who believe that Acting Gov. 

Thompson blundered at least mildly when he at- 

tempted to purge two veteran officials of the 

State Department of Education on a charge of political activity. 

The fact that Thompson was going after two former friends in a 

friendly department—and the possibility that the charges were 

justifiable, since they are as yet undenied——probably held criticism 

to a minimum. One can only imagine the howl that would have 

gone up had Herman Talmadge made a move toward firing offi- 

cials within a constitutional board when he was temporarily occu- 
pying the office of Governor. 

Thompson first asked State School Supt. M. D. Collins to fire 
Paul Barrett, long-time Director of Vocational Rehabilitation, and 
C. S. Hubbard, Veteran Director of Textbooks Division. Thompson 
charged that these two men tried to get him to withdraw from his 
battle of principle and give the Governorship to Herman Talmadge 
shortly before the Supreme Court ruled in his favor. He strongly 
intimated that these two friends of his were serving as intermedi- 
aries of Talmadge, holding out offers of support in 1950 and other 
enticements. The fact that he thought his good personal friends 
had double-crossed him probably led Thompson to lose his temper 
and demand their scalps. Dr. Collins refused to oust the two men. 
Thompson carried his.case to the State Board of Education. Pres- 
ent indications are that the Board will take no action. 


eae = Thompson has made no charge and of- 
Political Activity fered no proof that the two men served 
as agents of Talmadge. He did charge them with political activity. 
It wouldn't require much looking around to see that many offi- 
cials of the Department of Education engage in political activity. 
During the past session of the General Assembly, several Educa- 
tion Department officials were on the Senate and House floors more 
often than some of the legislators. True, they were “lobbying” for 
educational development, but thev were engaged in political activity. 
Collins reminded Thompson that the Acting Governor, himself, once 
was fired by the late Gov. Eugene Talmadge for lobbying for free 
textbooks and the seven-month school term. Collins was remind- 
ing Thompson that he (Collins) defended Thompson and got Gov. 
Talmadge to reinstate Thompson as State School Supervishr. 
Thompson said there is a difference between his lobbying and the 
political activities of Barrett and Hubbard. Thompson said he was 
lobbying at Collins’ request, and Collins agreed. Thompson said he 
doubted if Barrett and Hubbard were acting at Collins’ request 
when they tried to get him out of the race for Governor. 


’ ° Thompson's move may have been a

ment of Education of politics, or it could have been a personal ven- 
geance against two men whom he believed betrayed him. Regard- 
less of the merits of his act, however, the manner in which he made 
the move and the attitude of the State Board of Education again 
proves the value of the Legislature's action, taken in 1943 at former 
Gov. Arnall’s request, protecting the school board within the State 
Constitution. The legislative action was taken after former Gov. 
Eugene Talmadge fired the Board of Regents and set up a board of 
stooges. 

Because of the constitutional protection, the Governor today is 
not a member of the school board and has no power over schoo! 
affairs. As’ Budget Director, he can exercise certain power over 
the total amount of money the School Department spends, but he 
cannot cut an individual name off the pay roll nor fire, nor force the 
firing of any person. While he may have looked undignified in 
shooting at two individuals, it is to Thompson’s credit that he pro- 
ceeded according to law. He asked—he did not tell—the Board to 
fire those men. 

The first time a constitutional board turned down a Governor 
and got away with it was when Gov. Arnall asked the Pardon and 
Parole Board to pardon Robert Elliott Burns. The Board refused 
to consider the request until and unless the famed fugitive returned 
to Georgia and surrendered to prison authorities. ° Burns thought 
over this matter for a year before eventually complying with the 
Board's ruling. Arnall did not take vengeance. 

When Acting Gov. Thompson appeared before the School Board 
and asked the firing of two officials, the Board did not quiver in 
its boots and do the Governor's bidding. It heard him as it would 
hear any private citizen, and calmly took his petition “under ad- 
visement.” 

This is far different from the days before schools and parole 
boards were protected in the Constitution.

It is 
a share i~ America’s great spir- 
itual wealth, her great store of 
religion. 

This is the Easter message 
which Dr. Henry H. Lin, a men? 
ber of China’s war cabinet and 
now President of the University 
of Shanghai, brings to America. 


“Share with us your great moral 
and spiritual gifts,” says Dr. Lin. 
“Share with us your Easter spirit.” 


Dr. Lin, who is in Atlanta to 
talk with business, civic and 
chutch leaders as a stopover in 
a several months tour of Ameri- 
ca, believes that this country’s 
greatest responsibility to the world 
is to provide spiritual guidance. 


“GO YE THEREFORE .. .” 


In the words of the Master, he 
asks America, in the Eastertime, 
to “Go ye therefore and make dis- 
ciples of all nations.” 


“We need your spiritual train- 
ing more than your economic re- 
habilitation,” he declares. “The 
war has left us, and other unfor- 
tunate countries of the world, 
morally crippled.” 


China’s heart is open for a mes- 
sage from Christian America, he 
says. “There is such a hunger in 
our country for spiritual food!” 


Dr. Lin says that the Chinese 
Government, headed by Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek, realizes this 
and for that reason is placing its 
emphasis on moral and spiritual 
rehabilitation in its postwar af- 
fairs. 

During the war, he related, the 
Government called upon the 
Christian churches to furnish lead- 
ers in moral rearmament. A thou- 
sand men were asked as mission- 
aries and teachers among the Chi- 
nese soldiers. And now this pro- 
gram is being continued by the 
support the Government is giving 
Chinese churches and denomina- 
tional institutions. 


SPIRITUAL COMFORT 


“We need the comfort which 
spiritual power brings in a time 
of chaos,” he declared. “You can 
not realize how much crime has 
increased or to what extent 
morals have been lowered as a 
result of years of war. America 
is fortunate in having its great 
store of religion to combat this. 
America has a challenge to lead 
the world to Christ.” 


A businessman by training and 
experience, Dr. Lin assumed the 
presidency of the University of 
Shanghai from practical adminis- 
trative responsibility in the Uni- 
versity and in the government of 
China. 

He supervised the building of 
Jukong Wharf, the largest and 
most important in China. His se- 
cret mission to Germany resulted 
in the Hapro Agreement in 1935.

In Polk County

CEDARTOWN, April 5— The 
people of Polk County are a proud 
and happy lot today, for on a 
peaceful little mound on the out- 
skirts of Cedartown stands the 
new $200,000 Polk General Hos- 
pital—the “latest word” in small 
hospitals. 

To the people, the 30-room, 
modernly-equipped edifice repre- 
sents a glorious personal triumph 
over a_ distasteful, community- 
wide misfortune. For years they 
had been fighting a low health 
rating in the hospital-less county. 

The County Medical Association 
and Editor Roy Emmet each had 
publicized the neéd, In the early 
days of the war, when three small 
hospitals were forced to close, the 
Cedartown Exchange and Kiwanis 
Clubs took up the fight, and spon- 
sored three drives among Polk 
citizens for funds to build a hos- 
pital. 

This combination Kiwanis-Ex- 
change Committee later dissolved 
itself to make way for a seven- 
man City-County Hospital Author- 
ity, which was elected by the con- 
tributors to act as a self-perpetu- 
ating, non-political trusteeship. 
The Authority, determined to 
keep out of politics, refused funds 
of Cedartown, Rockmart and Polk 
County. 

The model building, described 
by a prominent visiting physician 
as “the most modern I've ever 
seen—large or small” — will be 
opened and dedicated within a 
few weeks.

Ta fairy tale, like the others by 


Hans Christian Andersen, draws 
on ancient folklore, but the Danish 
poet adds his own touch of satire. 


Early years of hardship taught 
Andersen with what selfishness and 
» Stupidity the wealthy sometimes treat 
the poor and struggling. Though his 
experience did not make him bitter, 
he rarely missed an opportunity to 
laugh at those who fail to recognize 
genuine worth. 

The traditional theme here used is 
concerned with the wooing of a prin- 
cess by a handsome and romantic 
prince. Wishing to be loved for him- 
self alone, he presents himself in dis- 
guise at the court of the princess, and 
secures employment in an extremely 
low position. 

From that point the plot moves 
toward a happy or a disastrous con- 
clusion, according as the princess has 
or has not the heart and the head to 
recognize a prince under a disguise. 

In Mallory’s Morte d’Arthur, the 
story of Gareth is an example of this 
theme with a happy ending. Tenny- 
son uses Mallory’s version in his 
Gareth and Lynette. Gareth, wish- 
ing to make his way in the world ex- 
clusively on his merits, starts as as- 
gistant to Arthur’s cook, eventually 
finds occasion to prove himself a true 
warrior-knight, and wins Lynette, 
who at. first misunderstands but 
afterward appreciates him. 

Andersen is harder on his princess. 
Though she is ready to accept the

prince at last, it is for a selfish reason. 

The personal contribution of the 
Danish poet to this ancient legend is 
the satiric attack on insincerity. He 
makes the princess prefer what is 
artificial to what is natural. 

“dmund Rostand in his play Chan- 
ticleer borrows Andersen’s point. The 
creatures in the farmyard can hear 
not only the cry of a cuckoo from the 
neighboring wood, but also the call 
of the mechaniaal cuckoo in the 
farmer’s clock. A silly hen thinks 
the cuckoo in the clock gives a better 
performance than the cuckoo’ in the 
woods. 

The cheerfulness with which An- 
dersen concludes the story is charac- 
teristic. The prince was well out of 
a possible marriage with a heartless 
woman; the princess deserves no 
sympathy, since those who have no 
heart cannot suffer. 

Andersen’s prince was not poor, 
but his kingdom was small, and the 
girl he loved was the daughter of the 
Emperor. Many a princess would 
have married him gladly, but he set 
his heart on the difficylt one. 

He sent her a rose from the fabu- 
lous rose tree which grew on his 
father’s grave. Once every fifth year 
this tree produced a single blossom. 
Its perfume had the charm to drive 
away all cares and ‘sorrows. ‘The 
prince had also a nightingale, an in- 
spired singer. He sent the nightin- 
gale to the princess along with the 


rose, each in a handsome silver casket. 

The princess went into ecstasies 
over’ the caskets, but when she 
touched the rose and found it real, 
she began to cry. The nightingale 
promised well because its repertoire 
included the tunes of her mother’s 
music box, but when she learned that 
the bird was a living creature, she 
cried again. 

Then the prince disguised himself 
and applied for the post of Imperial 
Swineherd. In his spare moments he 
invented a handsome cooking pot, 
with a number of bells in the cover. 
When the pot boiled, the bells played 
the old tune, Ach, du lieber Augustin. 
Also, if you held your finger in the 
steam, you could tell immediately 
what the neighbors were cooking for 
dinner. 

The princess was determined to 
possess this -extraordinary work of 
art, but the swineherd wouldn't sel! 
not until she purchased it with ten 
kisses. 

The prince then invented a rattle 
which could play, very badly, all the 
dance tunes composed since the be- 
ginning of the world. The princess 
bought the rattle with a hundred 
kisses, but during the payment, which 
took some time, the Emperor hap- 
pened along and was startled by the 
commotion around the Imperial pig- 
sty. All the ladies-in-waiting were 
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huddled together, some 
mysterious sport. 

If they hadn't been there, where 
no ladies-in-waiting should ever be, 
the princess might have escaped de. 
tection, but she was a person of deli 
cate sensibilities. 

Because she would never admit a 
swineherd to her refined living quar- 
ters, she went to the pig-sty. Fear- 
ing to be seen in that vulgar place, 
she brought the court ladies along, 


watching 


‘and gathered them about her as a 


screen from prying eyes during the 
payment of the hundred kisses. The 
ladies kept count,:to be sure the prin- 
cess paid in full. Most of them would 
have lent her a few kisses, so to 
speak. 

But just as the -hundredth kiss 
was concluded, the Emperor, peering 
over the shoulders of the ladies, saw 
what his daughter was up to, and 
exiled her and her swineherd from 
his realm. 

“How unlucky I am!” she moaned. 
“IT should have married the handsome 
prince who offered me the rose and 
the nightingale.” 

Then the prince washed the wal- 
nut stain off, his face, dressed him- 
self in his proper clothes, and said 
good-by to the princess. At the mo- 
ment she was making a deep curtsy 
and pretending she had always liked 
him, but he walked straight home, 
whistling Ach, du lieber Augustin, 
and when he reached his kingdom 
he weyt in and locked the door.

The deep love that Frank and Nancy hold for 
each other and that had become submerged in 
an explosion of temperament was responsible in 
part for the reconciliation. 

But behind the scenes there were two other 
important factors--in fact, the most important 
factors... They were Nancy, six, and Frankie, Jr., 
two, the Sinatra children. It was the thought 
of them, and his misery at being away from 
them, that made Sinatra return to the fold so 
soon. 

The Sinatra case emphasizes once again the 
vital, though unwitting, part children have played 
in mending marriage rifts among the film stars.

HEN Edith Kingdon Gould, 

daughter of New York’s ultra 

exclusive Kingdon Goulds, 
was married recently to Guy Martin, 
and just before that when she made 
her Broadway debut it was recalled 
that she is a descendant of the actress 
Edith Kingdon who married into the 
Gould family 60 years ago. Regarded 
in retrospect, that 1886 marriage 
might appear to have been a rather 
democratic performance for a Gould. 

In that day, however, it meant pre- 
cisely the contrary. Gould was no 
society name then. It was Edith 
Kingdon who elevated the Goulds 
when she married Jay Gould's eldesi 
son, George—not the other way round. 

Edith Kingdon was a great lady, in 
the fine old-fashioned sense of the 
word. She had poise, beauty and 
chapacter with an edge to it. She not 
only put the Goulds in the 400, she 
welded them into the dynasty that old 
Jay had schemed for. She had given 
George Gould seven children and 14 
grandchildren by the time she died. 
It was only after her death that gos 
sip eaused the Gould name to lose 
some of its glamour. 

Edith Manghan Kingdon was the 
daughter of Charles Kingdon, a news- 
paper artist. From the age of 15 she 
played with the amateur dramatic 
companies then flourishing in Brook 
lyn. In time a Boston producer “dis- 
covered” her and she turned profes- 
sional with his troupe. Four years 
later came her first appearance in 
New York. A few weeks more and 
she was being starred, and George J. 
Gould’s courtship had begun. 

Jay Gould opposed the prospective 
match. An actress was not the per- 
son to start a regal line. Edith’s fame 
grew and one night Jay went down to 
Daly’s Theatre to see her for himself. 
Next morning he told George to buy 
the. finest engagement ring in New 
York. 

Edith went overseas for. a long 
tour, chaperoned by her mother, and 
George followed. He came back alone. 
When Edith returned, however, he 
was at the dock, and two weeks later 
they were married. It was her name, 


not his, that made their marriage big * 


news. 

The 400 did not succumb imme. 
diately—Mrs. William Astor had not 
tipped her sceptre in the right direc- 
tion. Edith got a foothold with a 
Gould pox in the opera’s Diamond 
Horseshoe. A group of the 400 sent 
her a forged invitation to an Astor 
reception; the frozen-faced Astor but- 
ler would shame her right out of New 
York. Mrs. Astor learned of the plot 
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Old Jay Gould, Scheming to Found 
a Mighty Dynasty, Opposed His 
Son's Prospective Marriage to the 
First Edith. Her Fame Grew, and 
One Night Jay Went to Daly's The- 
atre to See for Himself What the 
Rising Star Was Like.

and that night at the opera waved her 
ostrich-plumed fan at Edith. 

As the years went by, Edith de- 
voted herself more and more to rear- 
ing her family. A Cosmopolitan Maga- 
zine article of the time gives a vivid 
picture of her, not as a grand dame 
but as a mother absorbed in every 
last detail of her children’s upbring 
ing. She tells, in the interview, of the 
pre-natal care she took of herself and 
now she planned to “bring up the 
children simple and hardy.” It might 
have been the back-fence conversa- 
tion of village mothers. 

This was in 1909. In 1920 a writer 
pronounced Edith the best-known 
woman in New York society. King- 
don, her eldest, had married Camilla 
Maria Lucci, an Italian governess—- 
opposed by his father but welcomed 
by Edith. | 

A year later and Edith Kingdon 
Gould was dead, of a heart attack on 
the golf course at the family estate. 

The dynasty began to crumble. A 
servant had left the Goulds’ employ 
and gone to work for a “Mr. and Mrs. 
Sinclair’ on an island in Long Island 
sound. “Mr. Sinclair” turned out to 
be George. Six months after Edith’s 
death, George married Guinevere 
Jeanne Sinclair, an English actress 
with whom, it developed, he had con.- 
ducted one side of a double life for 
years. George’s brothers and sisters 
brought suit against him on a charge 
of squandering $40,000,000 of their 
share of old Jay’s estate—a suit so 
gigantic, that once when the court 
called the case 50 lawyers stood up. 

Jay Gould, in 1892, left almost 
ninety million. George J. Gould, in 
1923, left fifteen, and it shrank 
through litigation, to five million.net. 
Except for the Kingdon Goulds, the 
dynasty is shattered by now. 

The Kingdon Gould’s daughter, the 
third Edith, who married Guy Martin 
of the State Department recently, had 
a less auspicious Broadway debut 
than that of her grandmother. She 
had trained for it in summer stock 
companies, but the play, Agatha 
Christie’s “Hidden Horizon,” was not 
the piece to show her talents, and it 
was short-lived. 

she would seem to be equipped for 
better things, and obviously she feels 
the compelling power of her ancestry. 
At 14, she published a book of verse. 
she sings, plays the piano and harp, 
speaks five languages, and was show 
ingy a decided bent for chemistry and 
physics when the war interrupted her 
collepe studies. She enlisted in the 
Waves, went to Officers’ Candidate 
school, led her class. of 300 on grad- 
uation and became a lieutenant.

Dr. Hiuse instituted formal adop- 
tion proceedings in the courts. The 
adoption was approved by Superior 
Judge William S. Baird last August. 

Miss Bouvet found, however, that 
her mothe, love couldn’t be dismissed 
from her heart by the mere signing 
of an agreement.

A deep longing 
for the baby she never had seen 
brought 4 .cw resolution. 

she wrote to the Huses, explaining 
her change of heart and begging to 
have her baby back.

the young mother forever, Miss Bou- 
vet found new solace in the friend- 
ship of a fellow countryman, who was 
in New Yorl: on business. He was 
Francois Thienot, a _ prosperous 
French businessman. 

‘Thienot ‘learned the girl’s story. 
A sympathetic attitude awakened love 
and they were married last fall. 

Backed by her husband’s means 
and his urging, the mother journeyed 
across the country to Los Angeles 
last December to wage her fight to 
regain custody of her child. 

There before Judge Baird the tear- 
ful mother told the story of her war 
romance, her high hopes, then the 
anguish of expectant motherhood 
when she learned the man she ex- 
pected to wed found himself unable 
to keep his promise. 

“It is true I gave my consent to 
adoption,” she sobbed to the judge. 
“But I didn’t want to sign those pa- 
pers. I had no choice then.” 


“As long as my baby is in this 


world, I cannot live without her. 
would die without her!” 

The appeal so moved Judge Baird 
that he revoked his own previous ap- 
proval of adoption and ordered the 
baby restored to its mother. 

The judge’s favorable decision was 
such an emotional shock that the dis- 
tressed young woman fell to the 
courtroom floor in a faint. She was 
quickly revived by court attendants 
and her attorney. 

Then, with all that America had 
given her safely in her arms, the 
joyous mother rejoined her husband 
and prepared to take up life anew 
in her native France.

On Christmas Eve Edie and the 
butler went on an. excursion to New 
York City. Hall had several drinks. 
After they returned to Hartford, she 
says, he insisted that their relation 
ship might as well be one in fact as 
well as in name. She laughed at him, 
she Says, and he became so angry 
that he attempted to choke her. 

Several days latet, after talking 
over the situation: with friends, she 
appeared at the Hartford police sta. 
tion and charged Hall with assault. 
The police asked several embarrass- 
ing questions. The upshot was that 
both she and Hall were taken in cus 
tody and held for immigration au- 
thorities. 

After a hearing before an immi- 
gration inspector, they were held in 
$500 bail each. The Morrows pro- 
vided the bail for Edie and took her 
back to the house. Hall, getting mad. 
der by the minute, remained in jail. 
His fury reached a peak when he 
learned from the newspapers that 
“Mrs. Hall” had been escorted to the 
Inaugural Ball by a friend of the 
family and had been introduced to 
the governor.

ACKYARDS have long. been 


fer- 

tile fields for poisonous planis 

and fungi, including poison ivy, 
poison oak and poisonsus mushrooms. 
To eat certain mushrooms may mean 
death; to touch poison ivy or poison 
oak invites Rhus dermatitis, a pain- 
ful skin affliction. 

At last, however, the poison ivy 
and poison oak menace is on the way 
out. A demonstration recently staged 
by the University of California at 
Berkeley, Calif., using’ du Pont am- 
monium sulfamate and 2, 4-D resulted 
in the total destruction of the poison 
oak plants sprayed. 

The success of this chemical, ac 
cording to Prof. C. E. Turner, sci- 
entist of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in Boston, clears the paih 
to free the whole nation from the 
scourge of skin poisoning due to con- 
tact with poison ivy, poison oak and 
poison sumac. 

“We can prevent,” he, says, “a 
quarter million cases of ivy poison- 
ing a year-—-some of them very Sseri- 
ous—-by the new chemical which de- 
stroys the plant, roots and all.” 

Professor Turner sees in concerted 
action a sure way to eliminate forever 
these plant poisons. 

The method is simple. © For in- 
stance, you dissolve a pound of sulfa- 
mate powder in a gallon of water and 
spray the offending plant. Once done, 
it is doomed. The chemical is harm- 
less to humans and animals. 

Now that vacation time is at hand, 
parents will, welcome the chance to 
rid their backyards of the perennial 
poison ivy and poison oak menace 
which has tortured children and 
adults, too, with inflamed and blis- 
tered skins. 

But the ivy plague is not confined 
to backyards. The poison-breathing 
plants abgund in byways and high- 
ways, on golf courses, picnic grounds

and on farm walls and fences. 

In killing the plants, care should 
be taken not to mistake the decora- 
tive Virginia Creeper with the enemy 
plant” The creeper bears five-leafed 
foliage as opposed to the glossy, 
three-leafed poison ivy. Poison oak 
is a close relative. The poison sumac 
luckily flourishes only -in swampy 
places and should not be confused 
with the harmless dry-land variety. 

The foliage .of these three _ poi- 
sonous plants is depicted in the large 
illustration here, together with deadly 
poisonous mushrooms. At the lower 
left foreground is the three-leafed 
poison ivy, in the centér background, 
the poison oak and at the extreme 
right foreground the poison sumae. 

One of the difficulties in treating 
Rhus dermatitis lies in the fact that 
the victim does not apply remedies 
soon enough. A popular preventative 
is to let a lather of yellow soap dry 
on both the hands and forearms.

The U. S. Health Service recom. 
mends a special vanishing cream. 
Crystals of 10 per cent sodium per- 
borate or of two per cent potassium 
periodate are ground into a fine pow- 
der and added to the cream. The mix- 
ture is rubbed into face and arms be- 
fore exposure to the ivy. As the 
cream vanishes, hands and arms are 
covered with the powder. 

But you can do a better job by 
killing the plant in the way described. 

Even armed with the new chem- 
ical as a conquering ally, house own- 
ers and th@jr families will still face 
the ubiquit@us mushrooms with deadly 
poisonous _ possibilities. Overnight 
they appear, seemingly inviting’ to a 
free meal. But unless you’re a my- 
cologist you had better pay your 
hard earned cash for the commer- 
cially grown product and shun the 
others as you would a rattlesnake, 

A mushroom of the deadly Am- 
anita species known as Phalloides or 
“The Destroying Angel” is pictured 
in the large photograph here. Its 
twin, the Amanita muscaria, called 
the Fly agaric, due to its ability to 
kill flies, is equally fatal to man. 

They both set their caps of white, 
yellow, olive, brown, gray or black 


to lure the unwary. Obviously, the 
average person can not identify each 
of hundieds of species, yet, regard 
less of warnings, hunters go forth 
armed with so-called infallible rules 
to distinguish good mushrooms from 
bad, such as the legend that a silver 
spoon dipped into a stew containing 
poisonous mushrooms will turn black 
or that only non-poisonous mush 
rooms peel easily. ‘These notions are 
all fallacies, as in the popular belief 
that the mushrooms are edible and 
toadstools poisonous. Mushroom and 
toadstool are synonymous words. 

Of the edible mushrooms, the best 
known is the Agaricus campestris, the 
common field variety cultivated com- 
mercially. However, the bulb-stemmed 
mushroom, horse mushroom, Rod 
man’s mushroom and other members 
of the Agaricus family are all edible 
as also are puffballs, morels, corals, 
oyster fungus and others. 

But again, unless you positively 
know your mushroom, don’t pick any 
of them to eat. You might unwittingly 
sample some deadly Amanitas.

UANDARY is a mild word for

That little French girl was Lilly 
Dache (pronounced DaSHAY). Lilly 
is still in business. Her typical day 
in her five-story New York building 
begins with a long-distance call from 
a movie star, demanding an exclusive 
creation at any. price, and ends with 
a similar request from the wife of 
a New York millionaire. Miss Dache, 
now in her forties, is one of the most 
successful women in the world. 

Lilly was a little French girl six 
years old when she first put a flower 
in her hair and called it a hat. She 
was. 14 when her family let her go 
to a hat shop for apprenticeship. 

She was 18 when she arrived in 
New York with 13 borrowed dollars 
in her purse. Thus began the Ameri 
can career of Lilly Dache. 

There was a time. when Miss 
Dache would sit up all night to make 
a hat--so that she could eat the next 
day. Now, never later than _s six 
o’clock, she leaves her satin-lined fit- 
ting room and goes up to her pent- 
housé. In her boudoir, she makes a 
quick transformation before greeting 
her husband, and poof, like that, Lilly 
Dache becomes Mrs, Jean Desples, 
the wealthy matron. 

Many a girl, going to ‘the big city 
for the first time, would like to know 
the secret .of Miss Dache’s success. 
Here it 4s: 

“I want people to be beautiful, 
that is all,” she says, still with a 
trace of France in herwoice. “I love 
people. Iwant to make hats for them 

hats that make them beautiful.” 

Another secret is her tremendous 
energy. She flits around ther building 
like .a whirlwind—designing a. hat 
here, watching the fitting of one of 
her hats there, overseeimg the work 
in the factory. When the week 
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end comes, she dashes off to her 
country house fo: relaxation. which 
consists of diggine in her garden. 

At night, a pencil and a small 
light are by her bed. If she wakes 
up with an idea, she can quickly jot 
it down. 

When Lilly arrived in New York 
she went to work in. a small millinery 
Shop at 77th Street and Broadway. 
The salary was supposed to be $25 
a weék, but she seldom saw it. 
Finally, she gave up,,and went to 
work in a large department store. 
The business of the customer always 
being right, whether or not she 
looked like a cow in a straw bennet, 
didn’t set well with Lilly. She went 
back to the small shop, with its in- 


dependence and no money. 

Then the proprietor gave up and 
Lilly and the other salesgirl bought 
the shop, borrowing $200 for a down 
payment and agreeing to pay $800 
more. That’s how she found herself 
with a shop but no hats or material. 

The shop rocked along on de.- 
posits, and then Lilly discovered a 
secret.

OLEMN, inscrutable but just, the 


Pennsylvania Pardon Board at 

Harrisbur? listened to two debt 
ors——a tall, husky, -black-haired man 
of 36 and a slim blond 13-year-old girl. 
Convict 5370 was paying a debt to 
society. Judy Rosen was paying a 
debt to Convict 5370. 

Their debts had been incurred 14 
years apari One evening _in the 
spring of 1929, when Thomas J. Caul- 
field was 19, he gulped a few drinks, 
entered a i’hiladelphia candy store 
and pointed a gun at the owner. A 
woman screamed. Caulfield ran. 

Patrolman Patrick Donnelly, 33, 
who was patrolling his beat, gave 
chase. 50 did Patrolman William 
Cahill, who was waiting on the cor 
ner for a street car. Caulfield turned 
into an alley, jumped into a yard. 

Patrolman Donnelly, in the lead, 
kicked open a door into the yard 
where the fugitive was cornered. 
Framed in the doorway with the 
light behind him, he made a perfect 
target. Caulfield fired five shots. 
Donnelly yelled to Cahill: | 

“Watch yourself! He got me. 

Donnelly died a few minutes later 
of four bullet wounds. Cahill and 
another patrolman captured Caulfield. 

At his trial, Caulfield said he was 
drunk, that he hadn’t attempted a 
holdup but had merely been sore at 
the candy store proprietor because 
he didn’t like a soda he had ordered. 
The jury found him guilty of first 
degree murder with a recommenda-

tion of life imprisonment. 

Caulfield became Convict 5370 at 
Eastern Penitentiary. Eventually he 
was made a clerk in the prison hos- 
pital at 10 cents a day. He took no 
part in the continuous griping. When 
the war came and plasma was needed, 
he donated regularly to the Red 
Cross blood bank. 

Fourteen years dragged by, 
a lifetime stretching ahead. Then 
something happened in a humble 
Philadelphia home that was to have 
an important effect on the fate of 
Convict 5370. 

On May 8&8, 1943, Mrs. Helen Rosen, 
a widow, left for work as_ usual. 
Her daughter, Judy, who was 10, 
struck a match to light the stove. 
Her dress caught fire. sefore her 
screams attracted neighbors, her 
arms and chest were critically burned. 

A skin-grafting operation was nec 
essary. Judy’s mother gave skin for 
Judy’s arms and neck. More was 
needed for her chest, but the doctors 
were afraid to take it from the 
mother. They appealed to the pub 
lic. Twenty-five convicts volunteered. 
Caulfield seemed the most eager. 

“When I came here,” he told the 
warden, “I had a kid sister just about 
this girl’s age. I’ve thought about 
her a lot. I’d like to give some skin 
in her memory, you might call it.” 

He got the assignment. On his 
way to the hospital in a prison car, 
Caulfield persuaded the driver to stop 
so he could buy some toys for Judy 
with his meagre earnings. His guard 
led him to Judy’s bedside and said:

“Judy, I want you to meet Pat.” 
That was his prison nickname.

“I’m glad you're not 
not too hairy,” Judy said. “And [I 
hope this will be a lesson to other 
girls to be careful with matches. 
They’re very nice to me here.in the 
hospital, but I miss Mom’s cooking.” 

Convict 5370 looked out of the 
window and cleared his throat before 
he answered, 

“You bet, Sis,”’ he said. 
no place like home.” 

lsogtors took Caulfield to an op 
era‘ing room and shaved strips of 
skin from his thighs. In another 
operating room they grafted the skin 
They said later that 
the operation had saved her life. 

Back in the prison Caulfield 
seemed very happy. 

“Tt was one of the nicest things 
that’ever happened to me,” he said. 
“Just to meet a kid with that much 
grit makes you feel better.” 

The years went on, and Convict 
5370 applied for commutation of sen- 
tence. The Pardon Board pondered. 
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“IT have never arrued a cause 
worthier of considerat.o1 than this,’ 
declared his attorney, Morton Witkin, 
president of the Philaceiphia Board 
of County Commissioners. 

“There’s no doubt about it; the 
man’s service to society and his re- 
habilitation have been remarkable,” 
observed the chairman, Bieut. Gov. 
John C. Bell, Jr. 

“And yet,” said 
Attorney James W. ‘iracey, 
oppose commutation of a 
for first: degree murder.” 

Attorney Witkin tossed his last 
bit of evidence into the scales. It 
hadn't been an easy task to persuade 
Judy Rosgerr-to appear before the 
board. She was in Junior High School 
now, almost a young lady. Most ol 
her schoolmates didn’t even know 
she'd been so terribly burned. What 
would they think if they learned that 
skin from a convict had-been grafted 
on her chest? 

Slowly, reluctantly but 
Judy stepped before the board 
exhibited as much of her 
her modesty would allow.

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if Growth Hormones Acted on 
“Hemans as on Animals, a 
12-Year-Old Girl Would Make 
Her Mother Look Like a Pygmy.

HE human race seems. to be 
emerging with startling rapidity 
from a growth,,depression dur 

ing which it gradually diminished 
in stature for approximately half a 
million years. 

The newest addition to our list of 
ancestors, a gent who also happens 
to be the oldest, was about twice the 
size of a gorilla. 

As his children and his children’s 
children came down through the ages, 
they lost a fraction of an inch here 
and a pound there until there wasn’t 
much left except us. 

Now we're getting bigger in a 
hurry. In Europe and America, the 
current generation averages 1.37 
inches taller than its immediate fore 
bears, and our children give everyé@in- 
dication of topping us. by about the 
same distance. 

No one knows the cause of the 
downward trend in size or the sudden 
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upsurge, but they both appear to be 
connected with a newly included sub- 
stance called the growth hormone. 

Although scientists have suspected 
for half a century that the anterior 
lobe of the pituitary gland secreted 
a growth hormone of some sort, the 
hormone itself was isolated for the 
first time in 1944 by Dr. Herbert M. 
Evans of the University of California 
and hts associate, Dr. C. H. Li. 

It was a water-soluble crystalline 
substance which the pituitary glands 
of cattle gave up in _ infinitesimal 
amounts after a long and complicated 
process. ‘To produce’ one gram of 
the growth hormone requires the pit- 
uitary glands of 1,200 cattle. Thirty 
times that many are needed for one 
ounce. So small an amount has been 
extracted so far that, with few excep- 
tions, it has been necessary to con 
fine the experiments to mice, rats 
and small animals. 

The results were staggering. Rats, 
given one one-hundredths of a milli- 
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gram of the hormone daily, left their 
brothers and sisters behind and in 
almost no time at all were the size 
of guinea pigs. Small animals simi- 
larly treated soon looked like mem- 
bers of a larger species, The growth 
hormone, acting as a sort of catalyst, 
nad enabled the chemistry of the 
body to turn the same amount of food 
into twice as much flesh and bone. 
Keeping these results in mind, 
biologists began to look over the lat- 
est finds of the anthropologists. Until 
quite recently, man’s earliest known 
ancestor Was pithecanthropus erectus, 
a Java man of some 400,000 years 


ago whose. muscles were as big as his 
brain was small. 

Just the other day, however, Dr. 
Ralph von Koenigswald arrived in 
New York with a bagful of bones and 
other relics which completely changed 
the picture. Most important of the 
lot were three tremendous teeth 
which the anthropologist had found 
in Hong Kong and Canton drugstores 
(where they were kept .as_ love 
charms) and traced to caves in the 
Kiangsi province of China. 

They were all that remained of 
Gigantopitheeus, the earliest human 
that we knew about and by all means 
the biggest. He lived more than 508,- 
000 years ago, as nearly as anyone 
can compute... 

The bag also contained the mas- 
sive jaw of Meganthropus, whe lived 
a little later than Gigantopithecus 
and wasn’t quite as hefty, although 
he would still make two of us. In 
addition there were skull fragments 
of another tough guy, Pithecanthro- 
pus Rebustus, an earlier and brawn- 
ier relative of the Java man. 

Here was definite evidence that the 
further man was able to trace his 
family tree, the bigger and more pow- 
erful was the fruit. Even the Cro- 
magnon man, whe comes from the 
caves of middle Europe and only 
goes back 20,000 to 50,000 years; was 
much larger and better built than our 
precursors of a few centuries ago. 

In fact, man seems to have des. 
cended steadily down the scale until 
the middle of the current millennium. 
Many baUads have been written about 
the strength and. prowess of the 
heroes of the Middle Ages, but it is 
doubtful if even an average-sized man 
of today could squeeze himself into 
one of the suits of armor that en- 
compassed those lusty knights. 

Some biologists contend that diet 
was largely responsible for the dimin 
ution of mankind. As the population 
of the world increased and the com 
petition for food became keener, they 
believe that men got less and less to 
eat until, during the Middle Ages, 
they were at their lowest ebb. Others 
point out, however, that the most 
primitive men lacked weapons to kill 
game and had no means of growing 
food or storing it. They feel that 
Gigantopithecus, for all his size, may 
have had a tougher struggle for ex- 
istence and a more meagre diet than 
his puniest' descendant of medieval 
times. 

The growth hormone may be the 
answer. For some unexplained rea- 
son, the tiny pituitary gland may 
have been secreting an iota less of 
that all-important chemical until the 
last century or two. Now, for some 
equally unexplained. reason, that por- 
tion of the cycle may have ended and 
increased quantities of growth hor.- 
mones may be getting in their licks. 

Dr. Evans has tested the growth 
hormone on humans only once and 
then in an impure form. For one 
year he injected it three times weekly 
in a 10-year-old Hawaiian girl who 
was only as tall as a child of four. In 
that time she grew two and a half 
inches, but her mother took her back 
to Hawaii and he doesn’t know what 
has happened to her since. 

Experiments with humans _ prob- 
ably will continue to be rare unless, 
as in the case of sex hormones, a 
way is found to synthesize the new 
hormone. Then anything could hap 
pen. Beef cattle the size of elephants 
could roam the ranges.

RINKLED, bent and bitter, 

Walter Wolf walked out of 

Stateville prison near Joliet, 
Iil., a few weeks ago, his own master 
for the first time in 15 years.

the prison’s Lutheran chap- 
lain, to a parked car, muttering: 
_ “T talked to no one when I came 
in. IW talk to no one when I go out.” 

Thus Wolf’s determined silence 
continues to cloak in mystery one of 
the greatest embezzlements in the 
history ef American banking. 

While employed as a $75-a-week 
bank department manager, he con- 
trived in some unexplained manner 
to embezzle $3,666,929.06 from the 
Continental Illinois National Bank 
and ‘Trust Company, one of Chicago’s 
most conservative banks. 

Where did the money ga? How 
did Wolf manage to get such an 
amount without detection? Was he 
protecting someone? If so, who was 
it? Where is this vast fortune now? 

These were the questions asked 
in 1931, when Wolf, then 42, threw 
himself on the mercy of the court 
and was sentenced to 10 consecutive 
terms of 1 to 10 years each. 

These questions are being revived 
today as Wolf, with a job.as factory 
inspector in a large industrial plant 
on Chicago’s West Side, takes up his 
life as a free man once more. 

Neighbors and friends in _ the 
suburban community of Oak Park to 
which he returned do not believe he 
was really guilty. 

Neither does his brown-eyed wife, 
Esther, 55, nor his 25-year-old daugh- 
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ter, Marjorie Ann. Friends ask: 

“How could a man have taken 
such a vast fortune without putting 
one penny of jt to his own profit or 
use? Obviously, he never lived be- 
yond his income.” 

They scoff at the theory that the 
former bank department manager 
could have “salted away” the money. 

In this they have the support of 
Lloyds of London and their Chicago 
representatives, Toplis and Harding. 

Back in 1931 Lloyds paid the Con- 
tinental Illinois $2,000,000 for Wolf’s 
defalecations, the amouht to which 
the bank was covered by insurance. 

Then after thorough investigation, 
the then president of Toplis and Har- 
ding announced that his company 
was satisfied Wolf had retained none 
of the money. 

Today an efficial of the same com- 
pany reiterates the opinion, saying: 

“Our books were closed on this 
case 15 years ago and we have no 
intention of reopening them. The 
man hasn't got a quarter.” 

Where, then, did the money go? 

Wolf himself said at the time he 
had lost all he took in the _ stock 
market. In the years since he has 
never changed that statement. 

According .to the story he told 
then, his staggering fraud of nearly 
$4,000,000 was built up over a period 
of 12 years solely in an effort to 
cover an initial theft.of a paltry $500. 

His career as an embezzler began 
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in 1919 when with his own savings, 


“accumulated through small weekly 
to a brokerage 


deposits, he went 
house to buy 10 shares of stock, 

There somebody told him the way 
to win was by buying on margin. 

Wolf listened to this siren song 
and bought 100 shares on margin. 
The market turned against him. He 
was told to recoup his .losses by 
taking a flyer at a “sure thing.” 

Then, for the first time, Wolf 
took some of the bank’s gilt edged 
stocks and bonds to put up as col- 
lateral on his margin account. 

Year after year he continued his 
market speculations, always, by a 
process of day to day substitution, 
using the bank’s securities as col- 
lateral. 

According to his story his specula- 
tions always went wrong. 

Once or twice, he said he did make 
a million or so but never enough to 
allow him to pay back the bank. 

Wolf never changed his own 
habits. He came home at his regular 
hour, potf*red around his house and 
garden, chatted with the neighbors 
and went to church every Sunday. 

There was only one change. He 
grew so thin and haggard that his 
wife thought his health was breaking. 
Finally, the strain became unbear- 
able. Spurred by conscience, he called 
Abner Stilwell, one of the bank’s vice- 
presidents, to his home and there in 
a dramatic scene confessed his still 
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unsuspected thefts. 

Bank officials were astounded. On- 
lookers were equally amazed at 
Wolf's co-operative attitude. 

As a result, several hundred 
thousand dollars worth of the miss- 
ing securities were recovered from 
various brokerage offices. The re- 
mainder—valued at more than $3,000,- 
000——were never accounted for. 

It was Wolf's turn to be astounded 
when, having given all the help he 
could, he was brought into court. The 
heavy sentence imposed staggered 
him, turned him bitter. He said: 

“I was promised that if I helped 
all I could, ‘I would be given a light . 
sentence. Attorneys told me _ they 
would get me off with 18 months.” 

In several later attempts to win 
a shorter sentence, Wolf repeated the 
allegation that promises had not been 
kept and declared time after time 
that his embezzlements never reached 
beyond the $3,000,000 figure to which 
he had earlier confessed. 

He admitted the confession but al- 
leged that he had never taken more 
than $1,200,000. Bank officials strenu- 
ously denied Wolf's contentions and 
efforts on his behalf ceased in 1936 
when the Illinois Supreme Court af.- 
firmed his sentence. 

Even his release from prison 
has not changed Wolf's bitterness. 
Though still unwilling to clear up the 
mystery of where the missing mil- 
lions went, his grim face and defiant 
attitude. proclaim him to be a man 
who thinks himself misused.

ATE one night not long ago, 
a “Whisky Head” Charlie Payton 

crept up to the stables at the 
Fair Grounds in Memphis, ‘Tenn., 
pausing a moment to listen. 

Just as he anticipated, the stable 
boys were all shooting craps in the 
tack room and no one was on guard. 

Whisky Head could have found 
his way around that spot blindfolded. 

A sort of Huck Finn character, he 
had spent a lot of his inexpensive 
time loafing around those stables. 

Otherwise he led a nomadic exis 
tence, with headquarters on Whisky 
Chute Island, in the. Mississippi River 
north of Memphis, and with obscure 
stopping off places in Arkansas. 

In the stalls that night were four 
horses. One of them, Jay, was valued 
at $25,000, the others at less. 

He headed straight for Jay’s stall. 

Entering it cautiously, he gently 
aroused the horse and led him out 
and away. 

In the next three days that race 
horse was traded four times, getting 
the worse of it in each swap. 

The last trader gave $100 for him. 

Jay was a two-year-old bay colt. 
His sire was Persian Tapestry, im- 
ported from England; his dam, Val- 
dina Gleam, of a well-known strain. 
He had run his maiden race at 
Churchill Downs the previous spring 
when the $75,000 colt Preoccupy beat 
him by a neck in a five furlong race. 

Six days Tater he came back in 
another five furlongs on a muddy 
track to beat Black Water by four 
lengths. In this race he suffered a 
leg injury and had been unable to 
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race anv more during that season. 

Jav’s owner, J. A. Chambers, 
Memphis garage preprietor, planned 
to run Jay in the Kentucky Derby 
this year, and had entered him in the 
Preakness, the Arlington Park classic 
and the Washington Park Derby. 

When Whisky Head ,led Jay out 
of the Fair Grounds; that night, the 
colt left a clue with every step. 

Whisky Head may have noticed 
the clue but there was nothing he 
could do about it then. Jay, await 
ing a session with the blacksmith, 
wore only one plate, or shoe, 

Next morning, at Cordova, Tenn., 
came the first of the swift series of 
trades. Whisky Head swapped Jay 
to a farmer for a two-year-old filly 
and $5 to boot. 

That would seem a poor deal, from 
Whisky Head’s point of view, but a 
hot race horse is a hard thing to hide, 
even if fully shod. 

It is not to be supposed that this 
trader or the others suspected the 
colt had been stolen. They may 
have noticed the single shoe and 
known it was a racing plate, but the 
police were apparently so convinced 
of their innocence that their names 
were not revealed. 

Jay had been in the first farmer’s 
possession omly a few hours before 
he was traded to another farmer for 
a spotted mare. 

The transaction may seem a trifle 
hurried, but traders sometimes take 
in a horse solely to unload on a rival. 

Jay, at any rate, spent the night 


in a Shelby County barn along with 
some farm horses. 

The second day Jay was traded 
only once, for a four-year-old of un- 
known pedigrec. Again, the deli- 
cately-bred colt: spent the night in a 
farm barn. 

Meanwhile, detectives had spotted 
the single-shod hoofprints on a dirt 
road leading frorn the Fair Grounds, 
They followed the prints until they 
disappeared on a hard-surfaced road. 

Other clues turned up. Memphis 
is a city of some 300,000 population, 
not used to seeing colts led through 
residential streets at night. 

A 15-year-old girl gave a graphic 
description of the man she had seen 
with a horse near the stables. 

From points strung out across the 
city other people got in touch with 
the police. 

At this point, however, word came 
that Whisky Head, in a highly con- 
vivial mood, had been flashing a roll 
of bills around a country roadside 
fruit stand. 

The city detectives and sheriff's 
deputies who had been in pursuit 
now split into two parties. One con 
tinued after Jay, the other followed 
Whisky Head. 

The first party began to trail Jay 
from trade to trade, but its work was 
shortened when a resident of Bailey 
Station, 12 miles out from Memphis, 
learned somehow of the colt’s where- 
abouts and notified police. 

When Mr. Chambers arrived, he 
found the colt none the worse for his

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experience in ill-kept barns. 
Mr. Chambers paid the fourth and 


“final trader the $100 the trader had 


paid for Jay. 
another $100. 

‘The same day that Jay was shipped 
to Hot Springs, the second posse of 
pursuers caught up with Whisky 
Head in Osceola, Ark. 

After trading Jay to the first man 
for the filly and $5, he had sold the 
filly to a mysterious stranger in a 
pick-up truck, for a sum Whisky Head 
couldn't remember. 

This was the money that Whisky 
was flashing around the fruit stand. 
He was broke when arrested. 

He was returned to Memphis on 
a larceny charge, pleaded guilty, and 
was sentenced to eight years in the 
penitentiary. 

The investigating authorities, how- 
ever, were not through with him. 
They unearthed information that led 
to a second indictment. 

Whisky Head, according to the 
indictment, had stolen a $115 horse 
from the Walter Simmons farm 22 
miles from Memphis. 

Whisky Head told investigators, 
Mr. Simmons added, that he had been 
“just full of beer and wanted a ride.” 

Whisky Head denied all this, in 
pleading not guilty to the second in- 
dictment. He did say: “The only 
reason I hang around stables is be- 
cause I love horses.” 

Police and horse owners feel that 
if horses were all Whisky Head loved, 
he -might not be in his present trouble.

HE RINGLINGS run the Greatest Show on 
T Earth. It is a public spectacle for which they 

charge admission. 

Members of the clan are also sole proprietors 
of a turbulent private show for which no admis 
sion is charged. In many ways, this private 
show outshines the public one. 

It is about the most intriguing performance 
since the pioneer days of the 1880s-when Old 
John, then Young John Ringling, posturing and 
prancing, whiskers flying in the wind, French 
horn going full blast, led his home-made, one-ele- 
phant circus past the goggle-eyed rural citizenry. 

The courts and a full cast of 
lawyers and arbitrators are seek- 
ing to reconcile bitterly dissident 
elements among the descendants 
and legal heirs of the Five Fa- 
mous Ringling Brothers. 

Indications are that for box 
office reasons a truce may be 
arranged, enabling the Big Show 
to take to the road this year for 
what promises to be another 
record-breaking season. But it 
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Kule the BIG TOP 


will be an uneasy armistice, insiders predict. 

Two of the three bickering factions are led 
by women: Edith Conway Ringling, widow of 
Founding Brother Charles, and _ thrice-married 
Aubrey Black Ringling-Gardonyi-Haley, daughter- 
in-law of Founding Brother Alf. 

The mansions of these ladies lie within easy 
motoring range in Circus Town—Sarasota, Fla.— 
and they encounter each other frequently. Once 
chums, they now merely exchange chilly nods. 


ACH insists that she has no personal animosity , 


against the other but that her way is the only 
right way to settle their dispute. 

“I am doing what I think is best for the cir- 
cus,” says Edith Ringling, a sprightly, peppery 
woman well up in the 70s, long known as “The 
First Lady of the Circus.”’ 

Aubrey Haley, 50, strong-mindéd and deter- 
mined, is equally positive that she is in the right. 

A third faction among the wrangling Ring- 
lings is headed by John Ringling’s nephew and 
executor, the driving, -unpredictable John Ringling 
North, 43, who offers no objection when the word 
genius is applied to him. 

John Ringling died in December, 1936. Once 
ranked among the world’s wealthiest men, his 
liquid assets at the time of his death were $31L 
The estate was ultimately appraised at $23,000,000 
and Old John’s tangled affairs straightened out so 
far as the circus is concerned. 

With all his weird financial and matrimonial 
entanglements, John Ringling’s strong, dead hand 
is in a way responsible for the present imbroglio. 

A cloud of charges, recriminations, suits and 


~~ 


counter suits have kept the Big Top in a state 
of ferment as kaleidoscopic as its own brilliant 
pageantry; and have brought about three changes 
of top executive management in as many years. 

The 1,000 shares of authorized and issued 
common stock of Ringling Bros.-Barnum & Bailey 
Combined Shows, Inc., are, now owned or con- 
trolled in the following proportions: Edith Con- 
way Ringling, 315 shares; Aubrey Haley, 315 
shares; John Ringling North, 370 shares. 

Though legally yoked, the circus owners, tem- 
peramentally, are pulling in contrary directions. 

The situation is further muddled by a mixture 
of business and romance, 

Aubrey’s first husband was Richard T. Ring- 
ling, son of pioneer Founding Alf. He died on 
his Montana ranch in 1931 gat 36, leaving his 
young widow with three children. 7 

Two years later, Aubrey married Eugene Gar- 
donyi, Hungarian-born trust officer of the Irving 
Trust Company. This marriage was short-lived. 
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According to circus legend, Gardonyi sought to 
speak for his wife at a business. meeting. Aubrey, 
without a word, returned-to their hotel and per- 
sonally chucked all of the gentleman’s effects 
into the hall. They were divorced. 

Aubrey’s third husband (1943) was James A. 
Haley, an ambitious young accountant, who had 
vaulted in a few short years from a $50 a week 
job to manager of the John Ringling estate. 

Soon after their. marriage, Aubrey’s new hus- 
band became business manager and a vice-presi- 
dent of the circus. 

Haley had scarcely become accustomed to his 
new post before he was called upon to take a 
prison rap for a year and a day, with five minor 
circus officials, following the:.tragic Hartford, 
Conn., fire of July 6, 1944, which took a toll of 
156 lives and cost the Big Top and insurance 
companies $3,900,000 in damages. 

Incidentally, the circus, though forced to close 
for two months that year in mid-season, actually 
showed an operating profit of $70,000. 

The fire also brought young John Ringling 
North roaring out of involuntary retirement. 

Because they opposed taking the show out in 
1943 under wartime conditions, Johnny and his 
brother Henry had been dropped by the Edith 
and Aubrey interests. from the No. 1 and No, 2 
executive positions which they had held for three 
years. 

North’s successor was Aunt Edith’s son and 
his own first cousin, stocky, placid, blue-eyed 
Robert Edward Ringling, 46. Bob Ringling had 
been a baritone of note with the Chicago Civic 
Opera Company and later president of the Ring- 
ling ‘Trust & Savings Bank. 

His operatic experiences also included three 
seasons of summer concert with the Cincinnati 
Zoo Opera Company. 


HILE John North was in control, the circus 

had been thoroughly glamorized—-with red, 
white and blue sawdust, red paint on the ele- 
phants’ toenails, modernistic settings by Norman 
Bel Geddes and Stavinsky-Balanchine ballets. 

This didn’t appeal to Aubrey and Edith who 
preferred ordinary sawdust and other time-hal- 
lowed features. Out went Johnny North’s cher- 
ished innovations. ~* 

Then came the Hartford holocaust. 

On its melancholy ashes were heaped sensa- 
tional charges by ex-Boss North. 

At the 1945 annual meeting, North demanded 
that Edith Ringling, Aubrey Haley and her hus- 
band and other directors and executives be re- 
moved on grounds of mismanagement. 

This move failing, he filed suit as a _ stock- 
repeating his charges and calling for 
an accounting of the Hartford losses. Individual- 
ly, North owned 7'2 per cent of the stock. 

In reply, the directors fired both barrels. They 
said that North was a mere circus dilettante, that 
rule or ruin*was his motto, that his attempt to 
close the show during the war followed failure to 
persuade other owners of stock to sell him enough 
for a voting majority. 

Dan Gordon Judge, of the law firm of Engel, 
Jaidge & Miller, attached these fighting words 
to the replying affidavit of his clients: “North’s 
conduct is understandable only in the light of his 
obsession to gain control of the circus or to 
wreck it in order to buy it up at liquidation.” 

This action, too, was indecisive. 

The feud sharpened when North testified at 
the Hartford trial that Haley and the other de- 
fendants were not indispensable to the continued 
operation of the circus. 

North’s opponents were angry with him when 
the circus men were sent to prison instead of 
drawing a suspénded sentence, as they had hoped. 

The old Wethersfield, Conn., jail is comfort- 
able as jails go but it did not provide the comforts 
to which Haley had become accustomed. 

He considered that he had been cast for the 
role of sacrificial; lamb merely because he and 
not top man Robert Ringling happened to be 
running the circus on the day of the fire. 

The situation was bound to affect hitherto 
affectionate relations between Haley’s wife and 
Robert’s mother. 

Indeed, Haley’s advent into the family had not 
been received with any perceptible enthusiasm by 
Edith Ringling. 

She is said to have regarded Aubrey’s third 
husband as a “gillie” .(circus parlance for an 
outsider) and a pushing upstart; while she herself 
had “sawdust up her nose” and, as the small 
daughter of the Methodist minister in the little 
town of Baraboo, Wis., could remember when her 
husband-to-be, Charles Ringling, and his four 
brothers, sons of a local harness maker, took to 
the road in their first small wagon show. 

Six years later, in 1890, Ringling Brothers 
became a railroad show and the family’s living 
room for most of the year was a private car. 


Such nostalgic tales could not be expected to 
interest realistic, mathemawtics-minded Jim Haley. 

Hiowever, for years Edith and Aubrey had 
stood together under a formal mutual assistance 
pact which they had first signed in 1934 and 
renewed (for ten years) in September, 1941. 
This agreement provided for pooling of their vot- 
ing rights and joint action in all other circus 


matters. 


In the event of disagreement, the parties 
appointed as arbitrator a Washington, LD. C.,, 
attorney, Karl D. Loos; and it was mutually 
pledged that his decision should be final, and 
binding. 

At the annual meetings of 1943, 1944 and 1945, 
Edith and Aubrey voted togetner and on each 
occasion elected five of the seven directors. 

They also placed Robert Ringling in office 
as president and No. 1 executive officer; and 
twice re-elected him. | 

For a time things seemed to go smoothly. The 
Big Top cleared $1,000,000 in 1945 and made an 
appreciable dent in the huge Hartford fire in- 
demnity settlement. 

But this was only a hush before another hul- 
labaloo. 


ELEASED from prison after serving 8 months 

and 17 days, Jim Haley resumed his post as 
first vice-president. Almost immediately clashes 
over administrative matters developed with Edith 
Conway Ringling. 

Soon the two were at loggerheads. Aubrey 
Haley sided with her husband. Another first 
class row was in the making. 

The air was electric with tension when the 
Big Top rolled north from Florida tor its grand 
1946 opening in Madison Square Garden. 

Everyone, from the lowliest “scar-shin” or 
roustabout tothe lordly ringmaster sensed that 
something big was coming off at the annual 
meeting scheduled for April 10 in New York. 
It did. 

Enter John Ringling North, with eyes a-glint. 

According to Robert Ringling, North made 
overtures to both sides. Edith Ringling repulsed 
him. ‘The Haleys, despite the alleged damaging 
effect of North’s testimony in Hartford, sur- 
prisingly joined forces with him. 

A deal was arranged to vote out Robert Ring- 
ling as president of the circus, to vote in Haley 
as president, North as executive vice-president. 

Jim Haley appeared at the meeting with a 
proxy from his wife authorizing him to vote her 
stock; and announced that he would support a 
Haley-North slate. This was in apparent contra- 
vention of the Edith-Aubrey agreement. 

Arbitrator Loos, the Washington attorney, 
summoned by Edith Ringling, directed that the 
Aubrey stock be voted for Robert Ringling, Haley 
refused. 

A few minutes later, Robert Ringling was out 
as president, James A. Haley was in, with a tri- 
umphant Johnny North as his chief executive. 
- Robert Ringling and his attorney announced 
an immediate appeal to the courts. 

Two nights later, Robert was virtually ousted 
from Madison Square Garden as he attempted 
to direct the performance. 

Leonard G. Bisco, of the law firm of Newman 
& Bisco, attorneys for North, stepped up to Rob- 
@ért and said: “I am asking yuu ftoriuaily not 
to give any further orders.” 

Asked if he would seek to bar his predecessor 
in future, Haley replied with relish: “You wouldn't 
take a lollypop away from a baby, would you?” 

While the Big Top was rolling up a new 
record in attendance and receipts, Edith Ringling 
sued in Delaware to void the election and compel 
Aubrey Haley to live up to hr agreement. | 

Vice Chancellor Collins J. Seitz ruled Novem- 
ber 4, 1946, that the Edith-Aubrey agreement was 
legal and enforceable and that the Aubrey stock 
should have been voted for l.wvert Ringling, as 
directed by Arbitrator Loos. 

The court declared that the 1946 meeting “was 
a nullity” to the extent that it failed to give effect 
to the provisions of the agreement; and ordered 
a special election before a master to be appointed 
by the court.

ITTING around a table in a popu- 
lar Allentown, Pa., tavern re- 
cently with friends, William C, 

Cramsey, 21, pulled a revolver out of 
his pocket and suggested a game of 
Russian roulette. 

’ None of his friends, two boys and 
three girls of his own age, had even 
heard of the game. Nor did they 
suspect that in it a life was at stake. 

Wide-eyed, they watched Cramsey 
insert one bullet in the cylinder, leav- 
ing the other five chambers ¢mpty. 
They saw him spin the cylinder, little 
knowing what was in store. 

Holding the muzzle against his 
temple, Cramsey explained that each 
participant had to do the same and 
pull the trigger. Whoever drew the 
loaded chamber lost. 

Cramsey, demonstrating, pulled 
the trigger—and the game was over. 
The gun exploded and the single bul- 
let pierced his temple. In eonsterna- 
tion, his friends saw Cramsey, a 
veteran and truck driver, slump in his 
chair. Five hours later he died. 

The game of Russian roulette, 
sometimes Known as Russian poker, 
supposedly originated years ago 
among the dashing and devil-may-care 
officers of the old Russian Imperial 
Army. ‘These young Tsarists often 
would throw wild parties and engage 
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Pulled the 


in drinking bouts. Carried away by 
drink and song, in a sudden spurt of 
heroics, they would test their nerves 
and courage by playing the game of 
Russian roulette. 

A few days after the Cramsey 
tragedy, 13-year-old Leonard Maulbeck 
of Newark, N. J., perhaps fascinated 
by the accounts of the Allentown case, 
played the game with the same fatal 
result. The odds were greater against 
him. He had three bullets in his gun 
instead of one and he gambled alone. 

Leonard and his cousin, Bernard 
Maulbeck, 14, were sitting in the 
balcony watching a st&dent revue 
presented in the auditorium of St. 
Benedict’s School in Newark. 

In the midst of loud .gayety, ap- 
plause and the din of the band as the 
curtain was lowered on a_e scene, 
Leonard turned to Bernard and said: 
“I guess I'll take a chance?’ Leonard 
referred. to Russian roulette which 
the boys had discussed before. 

As Bernard turned to him, he 
saw Leonard pointing an old gun 
against his right temple. The revolver 
dischorged. ‘The bullet pierced Leon- 
ard’s head. 

The noise- in the auditorium 
drowned the sound of the shot. None 
of the hundreds of parents present, in- 
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until the usually lengthy divorce pro- 
ceedings were completed. 
Phyllis insisted that.Lewis marry 


cluding Leonard's father and mother, 
heard the shot. 

Only Patrolman Rudolph. Wirtner 
recognized the sound. He quickly 
rushed Leonard to a hospital, where 
the boy died a few hours later. 

It was afterwards discovered that 
Leonard had found the rusty old re- 
volver in the Jersey marshes not far 
from his home, 

Leonard had a slim chance in this 
queer gamble with life. When there 
is only one bullet in the cylinder, 
there are five chances out of six to 
draw an empty chamber. Gun experts 
also say that the weight of one bullet 
will often get the barrel cylinder out 
of balance and carry it past the firing 
pin. Leonard had three bullets. He 
had only a fifty-fifty chance. 

Not long ago, teen-age Phyllis 
Marie Junghans, of Washington, 
played Russian roulette, gambling, 
though, not with her own life but that 
of her sweetheart’s. 

At 16, Phyllis married Daniel 
Junghans, a Sailor. Only a short 
time later, she fell in love with Lewis 
R. Hindle, a gas station worker. She 
wrote to her sailor husband, asking 
him for a divorce. Reluctantly, he 
agreed. But Phyllis was impatient 
to marry Lewis and wouldn't wait 
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her at once, but when he_ hesitated 
she decided to scare him into action. 

Because he felt that she needed 
some protection when she went home 
alone at nights, Lewis had given her 
his revolver after explaining to her 
how it worked. She removed four of 
the cartridges from the bullet cham- 
bers and then she laid plans to pull 
off her own version of Russian 
roulette. 

Several days later she 
quarrel with Hindle and 
pulled out the revolver. 

“From now on you'll do as I say 
or else,”” she cried. 

' Knowing that she was bluffing, he 
smiled and told her to cut it out. 

She pulled the trigger. She stood 
aghast when a shot rang out and 
Lewis collapsed. Later, when she 
learned that Lewis had died from the 
shot, she fully realized what it meant 
playing with life and death. 

Phyllis had forgotten that the cyl. 
inder of her gun turned clockwise. 
She had emptied the chambers on the 
wrong side of the firing pin. In this 
life gamble, Lewis had ‘no chance 
at all.

MAN has to have certain qualities to parlay

Howard Hughes, refusing as usual to let a test 
pilot take up a plane he wouldn't fly himself, rock- 
eted into the Beverly Hills sky in the first of his 
company’s experimental XF-11 reconnaissance jobs. 
It crashed, and almost became his funeral pyre. 

The doctors said he couldn’t survive his burns 
and breaks, but he gritted his teeth, and did. 
Gaunt and hollow-eyed, still needing a haircut, he 
climbed straight from predicted deathbed into 
a pilot’s seat and, by pself, took off for New 
York. 

That was to show himself he wasn’t afraid of 
flying. Then he arranged to take up the next 
XF-11 to come out of his plant. He wasn’t going 
to be afraid of XF-1ls, either. 

Into the flying suit, into the plane, into the 
wide blue yonder——-and no good-bys. Never any 
good-bys. 

In a manner of speaking who would there be to 
say good-by to? Neither family, nor friends nor any 
of the glittering lovelies were ever permitted to 
get that close. As Mr. Kipling, who is How- 
ard’s favorite author, once remarked, “White hands 
cling to the tightened rein, slipping the spur from 
the booted heel...A friend at a pinch is a friend in- 
deed, but a fool to wait for the laggard behind. 
Down to Gehenna or up to the Throne, he travels 
the fastest who travels alone.” 

Only three times was Howard - Hughes 
tempted to forsake that creed which entered his 
heart at 16 when his mother died. Once there 
was a boy with whom Howard learned to fly, and 
they were pals. But one day an old crate faltered 
and failed in the air and that other boy hurtled to 
his death. Howard Hughes never had another 
friendship like that. Twice ‘there were women who 
tempted him to travel no longer alone—but only 
twice, I think, as you will see. 

The boys who gassed the plane and pulled away 
the blocks that day not long ago when he took off 
or New York after his closest call stood around 
watching his plane until it became a speck in the 
Heavens and said to one another, “Not even a co: 
pilot and him only out of bed a week. The guy’s 
nuts. If Il had his dough 

If I had his dough, has been a favorite comment 
about Howard Hughes for years. If I had his dough, 
I wouldn't work like an Army-mule. If I had his 
dough I wouldn't wear suits with patches in the 
seat of the pants, I wouldn't carry my lunch in a 
paper bag and drink nothing but milk out of a 
bottle, I wouldn't drive an old 1937 Buick and live 
in a house with weeds in the front yard, I wouldn't 
test my own airplanes when I could hire the finest 
test pilots in the world to do it for me, I wouldn't 
carry my other shirt’in a cardboard box when I 
went traveling, and I’m sure I wouldn’t live alone 
with half the beautiful debs and famous movie stars 
on earth trying to break down my front doon. 


IGHT there everyone missed the initial point 

about this fabulous young man of mystery. Long 
ago, Howard himself once explained it, though I 
doubt if he realized it at the time. He was working 
then as a co-pilot for American Airlines, under the 
name of Charles Hughes (and handling the pas- 
sengers baggage to boot), in order to learn first 
hand about commercial aviation. Rather wistfully, 
he remarked to his first pilot, “A man has to make 
an awful lot of money to do what he’d probably be 
willing to do for nothing if*they’d let him.” 

So he proceeded from his start—-a half interest 
in a business, the total value of which was appraised 
by the government at $650,000——-left him by his 
dynamic father, who also made it as a sideline, up 
to the point today where his fortune is somewhere 
between $150,000,000 and $200,000,000. True, his 
share of $650,000 was a nice little nest egg to in- 
herit. On the other hand, by no means everybody 
has managed to do as well with such a start as 
Howard Hughes, who with the consent of the State 
of Texas took over complete management of his 
inheritance when he was 19—-some 22 years ago. 

Among other things, it is plain that this quiet 
lanky, dark-eyed boy has beenia pretty fair-to- 
middlin’ businessman in the good old American 
tradition, but it must always be remembered that 
Howard wanted dough in order to be able to do 
things about the two great interests of his life 
aviation and motion pictures. 

Women, all wild rumors to the contrary notwith- 
standing, ran a bad third. 

A photographer who covers Hollywood's most 
dazzling night spots once told me that half How- 
ard’s reputation as a miHionaire Don Juan playboy 
came via the night clubs’ press agents. I€ was at 
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the time that Howard’s name had been coupled 
with that of a lady named Marguerite Scoda. Mr. 
Hughes maintained a polite silence as to any matri- 
monial intentions where Miss Scoda was concerned, 
in spite of the fact that he had never met her. 

“Those press agents,” my photographer once told 
me, “want to grab a little space in the papers for 
some doll that maybe they are stuck on themselves 
or they have got a little piece of her contract or 
they are just trying to pep up business for their 
spot and get the customers to thinking it is a place 
where millionaires take their dolls. 

“So they give out with Howard Hughes was 
there last night with this or that doll and maybe he 
will be there tomorrow night too and with his 
dough he naturally goes only to the best places. Of 
course that naturally does not apply to a some. one 
like Lana Turner, but it runs up Howard’s score 
very high.” 

“You boys lay off Howard Hughes a lot,” I said. 
“T have often wondered why. You aren't so gentle 
with lots of other people who do not want their 
pictures taken either.” 

My photographer friend gave me a dirty look. 
“If,” he said, with dignity, “you are implying we 
have been bribed to lay off taking pictures of 
Howard Hughes in night clubs you are mistaken. 
He is not that kind of a guy——neither are we. 

“But he has put it to us in a very chivalrous 
way, how it is pretty difficult if a bachelor cannot 
take a girl out to dinner even once without having 
their pictures in all the papers with implications 
about this and that-—and also he has been very 


‘thoughtful about my wife when she had a baby. 


“He is a very thoughtful guy if you let him 
strictly alone. If you try to play him for a sucker 
you will be very much surprised because like Jack 
Roper said when he fought Joe Louis, a man can 
get hurt that way. And besides the night club pro- 
prietors won't let us in any more if we bother their 
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best customers, and Howard Hughes is quite a 
customer. I never know why because he does not 
ever exactly seem to be having a good time. 

“He does not drink and he always has that kind 
of sad look in his eyes. He does not talk much to 
the young lady he happens to be with even when 
it is a beautiful young lady like maybe Linda 
Darnell. I figure out to myself that it is because 
he is lonesome. He never knows what time it is, 
and if you have a social life like having people at 
your house or going to theirs you have got to 
know what time it is. So he goes to night clubs 
which are strictly places for lonesome people who 
have not got anywhere else to go.” 

I said, ‘““‘Were you working on him when he was 
going around with Katharine Hepburn?” 


FARAWAY look came into my friend’s eyes. “I 

always wondered what happened to that,” he 
said. ‘That is the only one I ever wondered what 
happened to it. I thought sure I was going to maybe 
make wedding pictures of Mr. Howard Hughes and 
Miss Katharine Hepburn. All the other times I 
figured he was going to take it on the lam if ever 
a whiff of orange blossoms come in the window. 
He can vanish quicker than Houdini. But with 
Hepburn———” 

“You didn’t know him when he was young and 
really in love with the most beautiful woman who 
ever was in Hollywood—Billie Dove—-did you?” 
I said. 

“No, I didn’t know him then,” the photographer 
said. “What happened to that?” 

I think I know—but that comes later, 

When he arrived in New York this last time, the

most mysterious young man in America—at 41 
Howard looks scarcely any older than he did when 
I first knew him 20 years ago-——took up just 
where he left off, ignoring at all times the latest 
of his spectacular crashes. Sometimes with his old 
friend Ava Gardner on his arm, sometimes with one 
beauty for dinner, another for the theater, and still 
a third for supper and dancing, Howard was as 
silent as ever, apparently untouched and unaltered. 

But if Howard Hughes was unchanged by his 
fight for life, the public was not. 

While the bulletins on his condition spread over 
the wires onto every front page, onto the air waves 
in news flashes and dramatic comments, people 
seemed to become aware of him not as a playboy 
but as a great American. As he lay contesting 
breath by breath, second by second, what had 
seemed certain death, refusing to yield an inch to 
pain, defying alike the doctors’ verdict and his own 
weakness, America somehow felt a wave of affec- 
tion, of pride, of recognition of service, such as it 
had never known for him before-—and in fact for 
few others. 

The first people to know that Howard Hughes 
had won victory over the last enemy once again 
were the men who work with him and for him at 
the huge, secret, guarded aircraft factory in 
Culver City, which is one of the chief subsidiaries 
of the parent Hughes Tool Company. The men 
who had worked with him all during the rugged 
war years, helping to design and build planes and 
parts, many of whom had probably never ex- 
changed a word with him, some of whom had never 
even seen him, all felt for him a strange loyalty. 

They knew long before the doctors did, because 
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one morning some ten days after his aceident, one 
morning when the news was black with despair, 
they walked into the jig shop where mockups of 
future designs for new aircraft miracles are first 
created, and saw amid its clean confusion one 
empty hospital bed. 

It was a late, up-to-the-minute model, with all 
the latest gadgets, made to go up and down in 
sections, which could be adjusted with cranks to 
fit any position of the human form. Wide-eyed, 
they stared at this stranger. Certainly it had not 
been there the night before. Somebody said, “How 
did that get in here?” 

Then they saw, attached to it, a crumpled sheet 
of paper. Across it in Howard's well-known hand- 
writing was scrawled a single sentence. 

“We can do better than this.” 

Everybody, so they tell me, was suddenly still 
seeing on the bed which was actually empty a 
wracked and tortured body trying to get comfort- 
able; trying to find some ease from pain. Howard, 
the perfectionist; Howard, who was never, never 
satisfied that there was anything that couldn’t be 
made a little better, had been on a bed like that for 
quite a while with a smashed jaw and head and 
ribs and legs and arms. 


HOWARD'S, mind, that to those who have known 
him never seemed quite all-present in ordinary 
conversations, had never left his objective even on 
his bed of pain. If it was going to be his deathbed, 
as. seemed probable, his mind was still grooved to 
make it a better bed for some other péople who 


would come after him. “We can do better than 
this,” was his verdict, and so the engineers, the 
draftsmen, the designers, the mechanics, the vast 
resources of money and supplies and brains and 
labor of the Hughes Tool Company would now go

to work on it and the work better be good and fast. 

“Why,” somebody said in an awed, choked voice, 
“the chief is going to make it. He’s going to 
get well. We better get moving.” 


HA'T was when the waiting millions at loudspeak- 

ers and readers ‘of headlines were beginning 
to root for him, beginning even to pray for him. 

“You got to hand it to him,” people said, “he 
sure is a character.” 

But the fact that tLey might lose him startled 
them into realizing that Howard Hughes was a 
good deal more than that. 

Starting with a small amount of capital, he had 
by his own efforts made himself one of the richest 
young men in the world. He had accomplished 
marvels of airplane design which had changed 
aviation history and had built, tested and flown his 
own planes so that: he held all kinds of aviation 
records for speed and endurance in his own name. 

In the greatest miracle of production the world 
had ever known as America went to war, Howard 
tiughes had played a part second to none. 

Too old for combat flying, his contribution had 
been plants and factories and more plants and 
factories, turning out 155-mm. gannons, struts for 
5-25s and B-26s and P-61s, speeding up oil produc- 
tion, helping to put the famous P-38 Lightning 
into the air, foreseeing the steel shortage and sub- 
stituting wood parts for wing panels and Mono- 
coque assemblies as early as 1942. 

In addition he was the Army’s largest supplier 
of ammunition feed chutes and boosters, he had 
converted his own commercial activities to making 
airplane parts for the Army Air Forces. 

During the entire war production effort, with 
government contracts of nearly $200,000,000, the 
Hughes ‘Too! Company made no excess profits of 
any kind and paid no excess profit taxes. 

Somehow it began to dawn on us, as the aviation 
and production industry had long known, that it 
was the tall, silent young Texan himself who could 
work more hours than any oth€r man, who never 
let down apyrd drove and jammed himself harder 
than he did) anyone in his employ, who was solely 
responsible for all this. 

Oudly enough, few seemed to know that Howard 
Hughes had been awarded the Congressional Meda! 
of Honor for his services to the advancement of the 
aviation cause and that he had never received it. 
lie didn’t receive it because he always refused to 
go and have it properly bestowed upon him. 

“I don’t rate it,” he once told an old friend of 
his father, who, still in Houston, Texas, is one of 
lioward’s most trusted executives. 

Here, too, was a young man who had made 
great success in the motion picture industry. long 
before the controversial “The Outlaw” came along. 
Who hadn't been, as was sometimes suspected, Just 
a rich dilettante fooling around with pictures as a 
hobby or in order to meet movie stars. 

He had discovered one of the. great all-time 
stars in the beloved Jean Harlow, and had given 
their first chance in pictures to such men as Paul 
Muni and George Raft and such directors as Lewis 
Milestone. He had pro uced—and helped direct 
such artistic and financial triumphs as “The 
Racket.” “Scarface,” Pat O’Brien in “The Front 
Page,’ and had done some remarkable work with 
improved sound equipment and trick photography. 
Besides all this he owned and actively operated 
one of the great commercial airlines in ‘TWA, and 
the biggest brewery in Texas. 


VEN in Hollywood, where: he lived and worked 

since he was a kid, people admitted that not 
many seemed to know him very well. Two excep 
tions were Harold Lloyd and Walter Pidgeon, but 
he remained almost as mysterious as he had 
been when he first arrived from Texas and horrt- 
fied the picture industry by spending the then fan- 
tastic sum of $3,000,000 on the first great aviation 
picture, “Hell’s Angels.” 

Hiow many Howard Hughes were there, actually, 
and Which of them-—the millionaire playboy, the 
production genius, the record-holding pilot, the 
financial wizard, the shy, silent “character.” the 
producer of “The Outlaw’’—which of them was the 
real Howard? 

What about his reported first and only wife, the 
girl who is said to have left him after a very short 
marriage so quietly that most people had forgotten 
he’d ever been married at all? Who were his father 
and mother and what kind of boyhood helped to 
make him successful beyond most men’s dreams? 
Why didn’t he marry any of the vast company of 
beautiful girls he was supposed to marry? 

This story, as you will see, is an attempt to 
answer some of these questions. I think it is time 
they were answered.

EW modern mothers use -pacifiers--the rub- 

ber nipple with a guard against swallowing 

to stop babies from crying. Modern mothers 
believe the baby cries, not out of sheer orneri- 
ness, but because there’s something wrong. 

A great many people use pacifiers of other 
sorts, however, to stop adult wails. Whether 
it’s orneriness or something wrong, they want 
to stop the crying. They have invented a host 
of devices toward that end. 

The elevator buttons in the lobbies of many 
hotels and office -buildings—they’re pacifiers. 
They do not signal the elevators or anything 
else. ‘They’re dummies that.impatient -people 
can push, and thus soothe themselves, 

The signal you hear over the telephone when 
you're waiting to get your number—that’s not 
the bell ringing at the other end of the line. It’s 
merely a noise to assure you that the telephone 
company is diligently ringing your number. 

The same doctors who advise against baby 
pacifiers prescribe “placebos” for patients who 
aren't sick but think they are. Placebos are 
imitation medicines, originally bread pills, then 
sugar pills and now, usually, bicarbonate of soda. 

Big business firms have invented a double 
pacifier in the Vice-President in Charge of This 
and That title. ‘The employe, who wil! never 
succeed to the presidency, is pacified for not 
getting more salary and the customer for not 
having to deal with a mere clerk. Many of the 
same firms have a mythical official to whom 
customers must address complaints. The com- 
plaints are investigated by anonymous personnel 
and the customer is pleased that a big shot in 
person should handle his woes. 

some firms, according at least to legend, 
maintain an employe whose sole duty consists 
in being called on the carpet and discharged 
right in front of the complaining customer. 

Restaurants serve a series of pacifiers. In 
some of-them, the ‘instant you’re seated the 
waiter hands you a menu and a glass of water, 
to show that you’re getting brisk, snappy service. 
Then he can go into his. disappearing routine 
for half an hour. Eventually the head waiter 
takes your order—-he can get it as wrong as 
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The hors, d'oeuvres themselves once were 
strictly pacifiers. They pacify unexpected guests 
while the cook got busy. 

When the restaurant meal is over, and es- 
pecially if the door-opener was twice too big for 
his so-called work and impressively uniformed, 
and if the head waiter had taken a “Reserved” 
sign off your table that nobody had reserved, 
you're. supposed to be pacified when you get 
the bill. 

Saloons go in for -pacifiers, commonly un- 
derstood to be the bartender’s baseball bat and 
the Mickey Finn. False bottom whisky glasses 
and dimple-bottom champagne bottles may hold 
exactly the legal amounts, but look as if they 
held more. The late Hinky Dink Kenna, who 
once ran the biggest saloon in Chicago’s Loop 
which he also represented as the First Ward's 
perpetual alderman, made it a rule that after a 
customer had had two glasses of real beer, 
the next was to be near beer—a pacifier. 

Pacifiers in sports are so overworked that it’s 
time new ones were devised. Most of them are 
intended to sérve as alibis for poor playing. In 
this category are many of the baseball players’ 
arguments with umpires and players’ fights in 
ice hockey, usually started by the’ team that’s 
losing. When thé infielder muffs a ground ball 
he frequently deems it advisable to pick up an 
imaginary pebble, to indicate that the pebble 
deflected the ball from his hand. Outfielders 
who muff fly balls find it handy to rub their 
eyes, as if the sun had got in them, 

Among the knowing in sports it is accepted 
as a sure sign of the phony when a player ges- 
ticulates more than is needful in disputing an um- 
pire’s decision. That’s supposed to convince the 
fan that the player was in there trying. 

At the race track the photo finish, by which 
close races are decided, is a peculiar type of 
pacifier. The losing better can always pacify 
himself by realizing that he nearly won. 

The prize-ring pacifier is employed after a 
fighter quits and is counted out. Then, when 
he is sure his seconds have him in a firm grasp, 
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he puts up a struggle to break away and resume 
the fight. Wrestlers’ grunts and groans and 
horrendous mugging are designed to make fans 
think the bout is on the level. 

Of all sports, football seems to be the freest 
from pacifiers. Still the coaches’ pre-game pre- 
dictions of their teams’ defeat, and their reports 
of injuries to their players serve as pacifiers. 

There are assorted pacifiers in other fields, 
some of them used when they’re not strictly 
needed, like the false extra funnel on the ocean 
liner, and the year old “Closing Out” signs on 
stores, and the “Private” and “Hand” signs on 
laundries that send your wash to the big laun- 
dries-to-the-trade. | 

Then there are the 98-cent prices, unquestion- 
ably aimed at women. The two cents seem to 
pacify them many dollars’ worth. 

Did you ever start a new bank account and 
number the first check way up in the hundreds 
to make the account look old-established? 
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HEN they found Corky clinging to the 
clothing of Mrs. Elizabeth Ray, the other 
day, the little Boston bulldog had a fore- 
paw around a sapling on the-bank of the swollen 
creek, outside Chattanooga, Tenn., and was fight- 
ing the current to keep his 77-year-old mistress 
and himself from being dragged downstream. 

Mrs. Ray was dead. Corky had struggled 
four hours to save her. 

There are thousands of similar stories in the 
files of the American Humane Association, which 
sponsors Be Kind to Animals Week beginning 
tomorrow, April 7. 

The Association awards medals to dog heroes 
like Corky to call attention to the gratitude man 
owes them. More than that, it seeks to remind 
the public of the unique relationship of dog to 
man—a relationship the dog never forgets, that 
man too often ignores. 

It has become a truism to say that the dog 
is man’s best friend. He is man’s only friend. 

This “anomaly in nature” has been discussed 
by America’s beloved author, the late Booth Tark- 
ington. In a letter which helped Indianapolis, 
Ind., establish a retail pet shop to replace the gas 
chamber in handling stray dogs, he wrote: 

“I think it was that great man, Maurice Mae- 
terlinck, who first...said that out of all the hun- 
dreds of thousands of species of animalseereated 
by nature, only one—-one single species of animals 
—had come to be man’s friend and loved him. 

“Man made use of other animals, horses and 
cattle and othe. beasts, but out of the myriads 
of creatures upon the earth, only one, the dog, 
abandoned his own kind and voluntarily crossed 
the great abyss that separates the species... . 

“In the whole of illimitable space man has 
no other (friend). No other loves him, believes 
in him or unquestioningly puts the power of 
life and death for himself in man’s hands. I 
find few things in life more touching than the 
fact the dog does this gladly and meekly. The 
history of his race has left him no option éxcept 
to put his fate in the hands of man, his dearly 
beloved god.” 

“No option’’—-it probably never occurs to a dog 
to save his own life at the expense of his master’s. 
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Smoky Could Have Escapec .. 
Safety Through a Shattered Win- 
dow—Instead, He Saved His 
Master's Life by Dragging Him, 
Already Unconscious, to the Shore. 


There was Smoky, the setter, of Atlanta, Ga. 
Smoky was riding with T. J. Donaldson, his mas- 
ter; and Benjamin W. Noyes, when the car 
plunge@ into a flooding stream. Smoky could 
have escaped through a shattered window. 

Instead he saved Donaldson’s life by dragging 
him, already unconscious, to the shore. Noyes 
was pinned behind the steering wheel and 
drowned. Smoky was awarded the Gold Medal 
by. the American Humane Association. 

Brownie, a water spaniel out in Oconomowoc, 
Wis., went to his death with his master, Clarence 
Cook, rather than desert him. When Cook broke 
through the ice of a lake, his wife and daughter 
tied a rope to Brownie, who ran with it to Cook. 
Brownie could have returned to shore—instead 
he stood by until Cook had almost pulled himself 
back to solid ice. Then the rope broke, and man 
and dog disappeared under water. 

It doesn’t take fine breeding, nor even long 
association with the individual, to call up a dog’s 
devotion to his “dearly beloved god.” Skippy, 
out at Williams Bay, Wis., was just an ordinary 
black mongrel, yet it was Skippy who dragged 
the Kenneth Kruegers’ three-year-old Terry from 
the icy waters of Lake Geneva. It was Skippy 
who led a frantic father two blocks to the lake 
shore, where Terry lay unconscious. 

Skippy had been a member of the Krueger 
household for only three weeks. 

At the height of the disastrous La Salle Hotel 
fire in Chicago last summer, onlookers saw a 
German Shepherd dog carefully leading a blind 
woman 11 stories down a fire escape to safety. 

The dog was Fawn, Seeing Eye dog of Miss 
Anita Blair, El Paso, Texas. Fawn was awarded 
the Association’s Gold Medal. 

The American Humane Association is not in- 
terested solely in dogs, of course, and other ani- 
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mals have won its awards for saving human lives. 

Rewarding animal heroism, is not, of course, 
the Association’s main function. Preventing 
cruelty, thoughtless or intentional, and guarding 
against abuses in handling animals comprise its 
other work. . 

It is always on the alert for any thoughtless 
or inadvertent cruelty to animals in movies. 
One of its directors has been assigned to read 
all scripts in which animals appear, and fre- 
quently scenes are altered especially to meet 
hufhane requirements. 

It has drawn up a code of rules for rodeo 
performers to which most rodeo officials agree 
in advance. 

Through the Association’s efforts, most stage 
magicians use stuffed animals in their acts, in- 
stead of live rabbits, pigeons and chicks. 

It has made suggestions, with which most 
manufacturers now comply, to improve the ship- 
ping crates and boxes in which dogs and cats 
must travel. 

Recently, a great many thoroughbred racers 
have been destroyed by fires at. racetracks 
throughout the country. 

The American Humane Association. also has 
made recommendations to affiliated organizations 
so that they may take action to eliminate fire 
hazards in stables. 

Two “sports,” outlawed in most states but 
still flourishing clandestinely in some communi- 
ties, are dog fighting and cock fighting. Wher- 
ever possible, the various humane societies assist 
the authorities in stopping them. 

Whenever man uses animals as servants, he 
assumes a debt of responsibility and gratitude to 
them. When they are his friends, he owes con-. 
sideration. To all animals he owes, at least, 
what we like to call common decency, 

The purpose of Be Kind to Animals Week is 
to remind man of that.

OHNNY was four years old when 

his parents brought him from 

their Brockton, Mass., home to 
the Boston School for the Deaf in 
North Randolph, Mass. He had lost 
his hearing completely as the result 
of measles. 

Johnny’s parents had given up 
hope that he would ever hear again. 
But it was not for medical treatment, 
particularly, that they brought him 
to the Boston School. -Living in his 
world of silence, the child had be- 
come nervous, petulant, unmanage- 
able, withdrawing more and more 
within himself. 

It was with the hope that this dis- 
tressing reaction toward life could be 
cured by the Catholic Sisters of 
St. Joseph, who run the school, that 
Johnny was enrolled. 

Sister Bernardine, the institution’s 
Superior, said ‘recently: 

“Johnny was the most rebellious 
child ever admitted. ‘I hate this 
place! I won't stay here!’ he 
screamed. He went on a rampage 
breaking objects, even smashing 
windows. His parents were humili- 
ated. They tried to quiet him with 
consoling words, then cow him with 
angry ones. He couldn’t hear them, 


of course, but their mood changes 
were obvious. 

“Well, that was the wrong way. 
We insisted that they leave. Then 
one of the sisters locked herself in a 
room with the boy. He continued to 
scream, but she paid no attention, 
busying herself with her reports. 
Gradually the child calmed. At the 
end of an hour he crept to her desk, 
whimpering. Still she ignored him. 
He put his hand on her arm. She 
brushed it away gently. 

“‘I’m not going to be friends with 
you,’ she said, ‘until you decide to 
become my friend.’ Although he 
couldn't hear a word Shé@ said, he evi- 
dently understood from her manner 
what she meant. ‘I’m sorpy, sister,’ 
he stammered. ‘I--I like you!’ He 
buried his face in her lap. Johnny 
grew to love the school. 

“He stayed the full 12-year term, 
was taught to read lips, to talk in- 
telligibly. Today he helps operate 
a school for deaf children in the 
Midwest.” 

Thus do the Sisters of St. Joseph, 
with a gentle psychological approach, 
capture the hearts of their little deaf 
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charges and lead.them out of the 
terrifying soundless void. 

The school, with an average en- 
roliment of 140 pupils, cares for 
children and teen-agers of all races 
and creeds. -It is unique in this re- 
spect: the school curriculum is con- 
cerned not so much with the medical 
aspect of the pupil (though he is af 
forded every chance to regain his 
hearing) @# with character and moral 
adjustment that will fit him for a 
normal place in the outside world. 

Youngsters ordinarily stay 12 
years, visiting home only briefly. 
They eat, sleep, study and play at the 
school. It becomes, in effect, their 
real home and they leave it with re- 
luctance, but with a firm faith in 
themselves. 

“Living in our community the 
children are afforded the companion- 
ship, help and understanding often 
denied them elsewhere,” said Sister 
Bernardine. “By the time they 
graduate they . have found escape 
from their world of silence-—-in a 
camaraderie that transcends racial 
and religious differences.”

Today they have four 
children, all with perfect hearing. 

The school is supported by the 
state, with supplementary § funds 
provided by the Archbishop Richard 
J. Cushing Charity Fund. 

Since its founding in 1899 the 
school has cared for the needs of 
hundreds of afflicted Catholic, Prot- 
estant and Jewish children. 

Primary and grammar and even 
junior high school studies are part 
of the curriculum. The _ school’s 
greatest problem is reorienting chil- 
dren from home to institution. 

“They usually put up a battle,” 
said Sister Bernardine. “For days

We 
don’t coddle them and in the long 
run, though it seems heartless, it’s 
the best treatment.” 

There are failures, too. One 16 
year-old boy, Joc, expelled from other 
schools because of his poor behavior 
record, entered the Boston School 
over the sisters’ protests, at the in- 
sistence of the state. 

His friends smuggled cigarettes to 
him and soon he had the other boys 
smoking with him in a near-by barn. 
One night the sisters discovered 
them. Joe was expelled, The others 
were given a typical punishment: 
they were ignored continuously for 
two weeks! 

“Repeatedly they tried to get me 
to speak ‘to them,” recounted Sister 
Bernardine, “but I just noddéd. In 
desperation they begged the other 
sisters to intercede for them. I had 
a long talk with each offender, ex- 
plaining that smoking might set a 
fire that would endanger the school’s 
little ones. They understood. I never 
had further trouble with them.”

her name was Anna Marie. Her family’

Did Anna Marie live happily ever afterward?

In 1912, when she was 18, the 
girl married a chauffeur, but 
they separated after two years, 
and she became a model for a 
dressmaking concern, at $25 a 
week. This work brought hér 
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into contact with visiting buyers, and led to her 
changing her first name to Dorothy. It also 
caused her to leave the parental nest in favor 
of a Broadway hotel. 

In the course of time the name Dorothy 
Keenan became plain Dot King, and the pretty 
blonde began to meet men of means, as well as 
other characters: Jack Lannigan, headwaiter at 
Reisenweber’s cafe; Draper (son of Harry) 
Daugherty, associate of Arnold Rothstein, the 
gambler; Albert Guimares, a handsome, impecun- 
ious Puerto Rican. It was to the latter she gave 
her heart. 

One afternoon early in 1922, after having tea 
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in a hotel on lower Fifth Ave., she attracted the 
attention of a short, stocky gray-haired man of 
about 50. He introduced himself as John Marshall, 
a Boston manufacturer; a companion he intro- 
du@ed as John Wilson, his secretary. 

John Marshall became what was described in 
that period as Miss King’s “heavy sugar daddy.” 


HE moved into an expensive apartment on West 

57th St. Marshall bought her jewels, furs, 
automobiles, and the very best groceries. As 
previously mentioned, he formed the thoughtful 
custom of giving her thousand-dollar bills. His 
“secretary” always accompanied him when he 
called on her but seldom stayed long. : 

Between Marshall’s not-too-frequent visits, Miss 
King had other companions, notably Guimares. 
The latter, under indictment by a Boston grand 
jury on’a charge of dealing in fake stocks and 
listed as a fugitive, took considerable advantage 
of her friendship, even beating her in alcoholic 
moments. Thus she discovered that love can be 
brutal as" well as blind. 


* * * 


On the evening of Wednesday, March 14, 1923, 
Marshall and Wilson called at*7:30, and they went 
out for the evening. Miss King’s colored matd, 
Ella (Billy) Bradford, who did not live in, left to 
go home shortly, afterward. 

At midnight, Miss King, Marshall and Wilson 
entered the elevator, and the operator, John 
Thomas, took them to the top (fifth) floor, where 
the apartrnent was situated. A few moments 
later, Thamas took Wilson down alone. 

Billy Bradford arrived the next morning at 
11:30. AS she entered the apartment, she saw two 
rumpled -fur coats on the floor of the small re- 
ception room. She proceeded to the bedroom. 

Miss King was lying in bed on her left side, 
her bobbed head partly buried under a pillow. 
Her left arm was twisted behind her back and 
pointed upward toward her shoulder. Her right 
hand, the fingers stiffly curved, hung over the 
edge of the bed. 

The maid felt her mistress’ bare foot. 
cold. 

Dot King was dead. 

The apartment appeared to have been ran- 
sacked. Costly furs and jewels were missing. 
Also all Miss King’s letters except one, which 
the police chose not to make public until several 
days later.. Written by her benefactor, it read: 

“Darling Dottie: 

“Only two more days and I will be in your 
arms. I want to see you, O so much, and to kiss 
your pretty toes.” 

Examination disclosed that Miss King had 
been chloroformed and strangied. Wisps of 
cotton were found on her lips, and more such 
wisps were found on a man's umbrella in the 
hall. A man’s comb and an oddly-shaped chloro- 
form bottle were found in the rumpled bed-clothes. 
Underneath a sofa was a pair of men’s yellow 
pajamas. 

“Them’s Mr. Marshall’s pajamas,” said Billy. 

Death, it was surmised, had occurred between 
7 and 7:30 a. m. 

The entrance door had not been forced. Only 
two keys to this door existed, according to the 
police: Miss King’s and the maid’s. It was possible 
to leave the building either by the elevator and 
main doorway, or via a stairway and private exit, 
which could not be seen by the elevator operator. 

Guimares, questioned, said he’d spent the eve- 
ning with friends, then gone to his suite at the 
Embassy Hotel at 2:30 a.m. He said he had tele- 
phoned Miss King just before he retired but got 
no answer. The other occupants of the suite 
were Edmund McBryan, a stock salesman, and a

Jackson. Mitchell, 
rubber company, resided at- 
miles out of town, with his wife, the former Fran- 
ces Stotesbury, and three children. 

He told the police that after his attorney left 
the 57th st. apartment, he and Dottie had split a 
bottle of champagne, and he had left at 2 a. m. 
via the elevator. The elevator operator could not 
remember taking him down, even after Mitchell 
reminded him of a $2 tip. 

Investigation showed that Miss King had 
learned the true identity of her benefactor fairly 
early in their acquaintance. Detectives uncov- 
ered evidence that, in late February or early 
March, some unidentified man had wanted to 
blackmail Mitchell, and that the young woman 
had disapproved of the scheme. 

Billy Bradford, the maid, said. 
that she had overheard a man 
snarling at Miss King, “If you 
don’t kick in, I’]l toss you. We 
can make a livingewith this prize 
sap. All we need is a couple of 
those letters—and you’d better 
come across!” 

Miss King’s masseuse quoted 
her as saying, “I'll never stand 
for anyone blackmailing Mr. Mar- 
shall.” 

Karly the afternoon before 
the murder, Mitchell had. dropped 
by for luncheon, then left, saying 
he would be back at 7:30 to take 
Dot to dinner, 

According to Billy, Mitchell 
had no sooner left than Miss King 
telephoned Guimares, saying: 

“Daddy’s been extra generous. Know what he 
brought me, Babe? A $1,000 Liberty Bond, $500 
in cash, and the most marvelous jade and diamond 
br acelet you ever saw!” 

The maid said she heard the pair quarreling, 
with Miss King tearfully refusing to agree to 
some demand. 

At this point in the investigation, Draper 
Daugherty burst into the headlines with a charge 
that Miss King’s brother, Francis, had been trying 
to blackmail him. It developed that during the 
war Daugherty had been stationed at an army 
camp -to which were sent chloroform bottles 
identical with the bottle found at the murder 
scene. None like them had been made since the 
one lot manufactured in 1917. 

However, there had been 50,000 in the con- 
signment, and they had been distributed among 
a number of camps. 

The murder of the “Broadway. Butterfly,” as 
Miss King was called, proved a nife-day ‘wonder. 

Mitchel) soon sailed for Europe with his family 
and thereafter avoided any further notoriety. 

Guimares continued to get in and out of trouble. 
He married, was divorced, went to jail for three 
years as a swindler. Eventually, as Alberto Santos, 
he married the well-to-do first wife of Carl Fisher, 
developer of Miami Beach, Fla., but she divorced 
him after six years. According to her complaint, 
he had frequently threatened to kill her. 
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Draper Daugherty, whose father had been 
Attorney General of the United States under 
President Harding, landed in a sanitarium a few 
weeks after the King murder, having consumed 
so much liquor “as to have lost the power of self- 
control.” He continued to live the life of a wastrel 
until his death at 41 in February, 1930. 

Edmund McBryan, one of Guimares’ alibi wit- 
nesses, figured in the divorce suit of Herbert M. 
Dreyfus, a broker, against his wife, Aurelia, about 
a year after. the Dot King murder. Dreyfus 
charged that his wife had deserted him for 
McBryan a few weeks after they had returned 
from a Europeon honeymoon late the previous 
fall. The broker won his suit. 

Several years passed. The association of Mc- 
3ryan and Mrs. Dreyfus contin- 
ued. On Oct, 18, 1929, the pair 
went to Washington, D. C., where 
members of her family resided, 
and the next evening they at- 
tended a dance at the Potomac 
Boat Club. The dance had a tragic 
ending, for as the orchestra was 
playing “Home, Sweet Home” at 
1 a. m., Mrs. Dreyfus was found 
mortally wounded on the_ rocky 
river bank. It appeared that she 
had fallen from a pavilion 20 feet 
above. 

The accident had happened, Mc- 
Bryan said, after he had left his 
- companion’s side to get his hat 
and coat and her wraps. 
Aurelia Dreyfus’ family refused 
to believe that it was an accident. 
On Monday, Oct. 21, her father, 
Kar! Fischer, a:carpenter, asserted that she had 
not fallen but had been pushed. 

A coroners jury ruled the death accidental, and 
nothing furthér developed until Dec, 15, when 
Mrs. Dreyfus ‘was identified as the woman who 
had been in thé Embassy Hotel on the night of 
the Dot King murder and, with McBryan, backed 
Albert Guimares’ alibi. Members of her family 
Stated at this time that she had confessed to them 
that she had lied at MeBryan’s insistence, and 
that she had never seen Guimares on the night 
or morning of the crime. 


BECAUSE of these new revelations, the Washing- 
ton authorities reopened the investigation. 

In the ensuing. grand jury investigation, Mrs. 
Dreyfus’ mother testified that Aurelia had told her 
that it had cost $100,000 to hush up the King case. 

What connection, if any, this testimony had 
with the tragedy at the boat club could not be 
determined. On Feb, 25, the jurors ruled that no 
evidence of foul play had been brought forth. 

So the great questions of the Dot King case 
remained: Who killed her? Why? For jewels 
and furs? For letters? For revenge? Along 
Broadway, there are many who claim to “know 
the whale story.” 

The trouble is they do not agree.

OT ONLY:»the contemplation of the celestial 
and other awesome phenomena of the uni- 
verse but, even more, the scientific study 

of man’s mental and cultural development deepens 
one’s religious feeling. 

The founders of religion have preceded the 
founders of science in doing their best work in 
a “worshipful” spirit, in the attitude of faith. 

Faith underlies the very foundation of science. 
Faith in the “oneness of God” corresponds in 
science to faith in the oneness, the impartial 
uniformity, of the laws of the universe. 

The enlightenment of science deepens the sig- 
nificance of spiritual worship, belief. in the one- 
ness of humanity, in the value of human life, in 
the unity of human culture. 

Scientific invention is only the carrying on 
of invention which anthropology can trace back 
to the immemorial past, and it is the most sensi- 
ble means of serving mankind and elevating the 
human mind,  Usefully interpreted, the finest 
essences of the great religions pass into science 
and become potent forces for solving the prob- 
lems which face men no less today than in the 
remote past. 

My faith in the future of human life rests on 
the processes of development of humanity as 
shown inthe history of its culture. 

The human body has stood still in its evolu- 
tion at least since the time when the glaciers 
first began to recede. We know this from the 
bones of Cro-Magnon and Afalou man. So far 
as we can tell, the evolution of the human brain 
was also completed by that time, 20,000 or 25,000 
years ago, If there was any further development 
of the nervous system after that,:it was in its 
organization, which would be difficult to—prove 
from fossil bones. 

But while the body stood still, the mind went 
on: especially the cumulative products of the 
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human mind. This ever more active accumula- 
tion by human beings is what we call “culture.” 

The Same processes are operative in human 
culture now as at the beginning; but there is 
tremendously more of it. 

One hundred thousand years ago, perhaps sev- 
eral hundred thousand back, in one of the mild 
periods between glaciations, seme unknown group 
of men invented a new technique. This was to 
strike off flakes from oval nodules of flint until 
what was left was the two-sided center of the 
nodules, with an edge around it and a point at 
one end. These flints are what the prehistorians 
call “‘percussion-flaked bifacial cores in Abbeville- 
Acheulean tradition.” 

They represent a “tradition,” a handing on to 
successors and outsiders of a certain technological 
knowledge which was highly expert for its day. 

This particular tradition spread until it was 
the common property of the diverse races and 
tribes in India, in southwest Asia, in all Africa, 
and in western Europe. The indestructible flint 
tools are still here to prove the connection. Three 
continents had come to share in a:devised idea, 
a technique, an invention, whatever we choose to 
call it.. The same process which then resulted 
in participation and unification, long before the 
dawn of history, has been operative all through 
history and is operative now. 

This is the basis of faith that in spite of all 
separatisms and transient conflicts, mankind will 
aiso perpetually tend to reunite and integrate on 
a more advantageous level, because of the par- 
ticipating and assimilative forces ever at work 
in the culture by which man lives. 

Much later came a more important set of in- 
ventions: the domestication of plants and animals. 
This made possible stores of food, sedentary IMe, 
increase of population. Before long towns sprang

up, and then cities. These necessitated or induced 
government, hence rulers, often divine kings; 
they stimulated organized religion, hence tem- 
ples, priests and Worship;.communication, hence 
writing; efficient weapons and tools——and the 
response was metals. 

This complex, which constitutes the founda- 
ion of civilized culture, as compared with primi- 
tive culture, began to grow abeut seven thousand 
years ago, and its essentials had been developed, 
especially in Egypt and Mesopotamia, within two 
‘housand years more or around 3000 B.C. 

Analogous growths occurred in India and in 
China, which cannot be traced back quite so far: 

More recent intensive analyses. of the content 
of these several civilizations, with. explorations in 
intervening regions, show that the several growths 
vere not separate and independent, but derived 
irom one another. The ancestral Chinese were 
remote enough that they could develop a peculiar 
and distinctive type of Chinese -civilization. But 
hey were also connected enough that they learned 
from western Asia their wheat and millet farm- 
ing, their pig and cattle breeding, their casting of 
bronze, their divine kingshtp, their sacrifices to 
ithe gods and divination of the future. 

The Greeks alreasty had some dim glimpse of 
this greater unit. They called it the Oikoumene, 
“the inhabited world.” 

Modern comparative culture analysis in fact 
reveals that all the great flowerings of civiliza- 
tion have been related, however remotely, through 
derivation of their bases from a common source. 
This holds for sewulpture and painting, for science, 
for philosophy; evem for literature. 

The successive peaks achieved tend to be ever 
more outward from the Original Near Eastern 
center; farther east and farther west. 

Thus great drama was attained in the Occi- 
dent with Shakespeare, Moliere, Calderon; in the 
Orient with Shikamatsu within a century more. 
The relationship is not through direct or syn- 
chronous connection—for Japan was ‘“secluded’’ 
then, and Europe very ignorant of Japan. It is 
through the common civilization roet, far baek 
in the Near Eastern prehistoric past, from whieh 
European drama and Japanese dramay beth situ- 
ate at the margins of the Oikoumene of their day, 
ultimately derived. 

Soon after, the European variant of this inter- 
related total civilization crossed the Atlantic. Dur- 
ing the 19th century it crossed America, reached 
the shores of the Pacific, and began to spread 
across that ocean. Meanwhile, in the 20th century, 
its Oriental form or variety, spearheaded by a 
Japan quickened by new: Western influences, also 
tried to spread out inte the Pacific. 

The westward and eastward-relling waves of 
expanding civilization lapped around this planet, 
and met front to front. 

The regional and national portions of this vast 
cultural web are constantly tending to specialize 
and differentiate themselves; but with the passage 
of time the peculiar quality of human civilization 
to communicate and assimilate always reconnects 
and reintegrates them. 

The result is that genuine gains in civilization 
ultimately become the property of all mankind. 

On the foundation of the established, actual 
evidenees for this specific drift of culture, and 
of the processes directing it, it does seem war- 
ranted to base a faith which is scientific and free 
of superstitions; a faith in a successful and widen- 
ing future for hwman behavior and experience. 
At least, such is my conviction.

Regeneration Is the Key to Recovery From Polio Attacks.

For years no one had the 
answer, but now, through 
the research of men like Dr. 
David Bodian of Johns Hop- 
kins University, medicine is 
at last beginning to under- 
stand why. 

By microscopic studies of 
nerve cell damage, Dr. Bo- 
dian finds that in sponta- 
neous recovery from polio, 
the cells themselves begin 
to repair the damage. 


NDEED, the more scien- 

tists study infantile pa- 
ralysis the more they discov- 
er that nature herself, in 
many ways, seems to sug- 
gest the best way to cure 
the disease. 

Dr. Bodian and his fellow 
researchers have discovered 
that in an infantile paralysis 
attack the virus breaks 
down the nerve cell quickly. 

They have watched and 
photographed the regenera- 
tion of the nerve cells and 
fibers in a recovery which 
may take a few days, or 
which may take six months. 


‘During this new nerve re- 


growth 100 times as much 
nerve tissue may be grown 
as originally was lost. 
More and more. physicians 
are convinced that the stim- 
ulation of such nerve re- 
generation is the key to re- 
covery from a polio attack. 
One way is. by nerve 
crushing, a method § de- 


by which 


through the paralyzed mus- 
cles and create pathways 
nerve messages 
can restore movements of 
arms and legs. 

Physicians like Dr. Bo- 
dian, however, are convinced 
that there must be a simpler 
way of doing things, some 
easier method of stimu- 
lating nerve regeneration, 
besides the nerve crushing 
operation. At Johns Hop- 
kins, it is found, the re- 
growth of nerve cells is ac- 
companied by a change in 
the enzyme content of the 
cells. Phosphorus is essen- 
tial to cell growths and dur- 
ing nerve regeneration the 
enzyme phosphatase is espe- 
cially prevalent in the cells. 


ND then there is the 

matter of Nissl bodies. 
Nissl bodies means proteir 
bodies present in any nor- 
mal cell. Professor Nissl 
found that the protein bod- 
ies vanished from a dam- 
aged cell and reappeared 
when cell recovery was 
nearly complete. 

The enzyme phosphatase 
and the Nissl bodies have 
double priority at Dr. Bo- 
dian’s laboratory. When 
s@ence knows how and why 
they work, the conquest of 
infantile paralysis may be 
speeded. At the same time 
the discoverjes may apply 
also to many other il]s which 
occur because of nerve dam- 
age and disintegration.

TUNA FISH CASSEROLE

problems center chiefly around the 


kind of food to serve at the inevitable round-up of 
friends and visitors who gather backstage after perform.

On late occasions such as these I, like to serve a tuna 


fish casserole dish which 
has stood the test of time 
as a general favorite.

While the casserole is 
baking, toss together a 
green salad of whatever in- 
gredients the refrigerator 
may yield k'rench endive, 
romaine, escarolle, head let- 
tuce or watercress, and pre- 
pare a French dressing, en- 
livened by a dash of English 
mustard and a few drops of

Make it parallel to the edge 
of the top flap, Repeat on 
right side. Draw a straight 
line from the mid point on 
the lower edge of the bot- 
tom flap to a mid point at 
the top. Place a mark on 
this line 2 inches up from 
the bottom. . Drop a diag- 
onal line from this point 
down to the point you made 
2 inches to the left of the 
mid point. Do the same on 
the right. Now cut on the 
four diagonal lines. 
Finishing 

O stitch sections together, 

first turn under raw bot- 
tom edges of outside section 
and hem. Place outside 
section wrong side up on 
cutting table with inside 
section in position so that 
top ends meet. Paste sec- 
tions together. Bind all 
edges except the one 
hemmed. Fold over cover 
section. Use snap fasten- 
ing on center front of out- 
side section. 

If you wish to make the 
case in a smaller size, make 
a paper pattern first, using 
the above inStructions, and 
cut it down to the size you 
want.
